HA T the Providence of our moſt gracions God, h wing 
ſtirred me up to ſee, and coniider, and lament the muſt 
dreadful Ruin and Dettruction of the Loyal Seamen of 
England, 1n their Lives and Pay, that ever theſe Nations 

did behold, and to Repreſent the fame in all Humility to your Ho- 
nours ; and conſidering alſo, tnat fome of their Mijeries were, in my | 
Judgment, againſt Grace, and Reaſon and Common Senſe; and aifo | 
ſometimes againſt thoſe other Four T tings that uſed to be efteemed of {| 
as Jewels in England; that is, Religion, Liberty, Property, and their | 
Lives : To ſay nothing of the Fifth, without Law, made me to dread 
the Conſequent ; and 1 did obſerve that it was hidden from his Maje- 
ſty and your Honours ſo long, until there was the Los, as I repreſent- 
ed to you, of the Lives of above Furty Thouſand, and of the Pay of 
above Sixty Thouſand of them ; and if there had been occaiion to 
queſtion the Truth of it, I would have proved at any time bv rhe 
King's Books, 'in twenty Four, Days time, without 1 wo Pence Chaz ze 
to the King or Nation ; and cotlidering that fs: Majeity has ſpoken 
for their Relief, and your Honours, wao had- raiſed money enough 
before to have kept them from Ruin, and. to have. ſpared a Million or 
Two of it by Capt. St. Zo's Rule.” 

Beſides, if they had been but managed as the Eng;/h Seamen were 
in former days, and as the Dutch and the French do at this day, to ſave 
near half their money, and moſt of theiri\Seamens Lives, But I ſay, 


Your Honours being now-alſo Reſolyed to ſtudy their Relief, I pre- 
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ame, which I would intreat your Honours to accept of, as Rough and 
Untramed P:imber, to be ſquared and fitted ro what part your Ho- 
ours pleaſe ; and one thing is, many crooked pieces are made uſe of 
n the buildiag of Shipping, that when placed aright not only ſerve 
to ſtrengthen the Ship, and help to preſerve the Lives of the Seamen, 
but formally uſe to help tohold rheShips together, while they daily beat 
their Enemies ; and tho theſe Pieces may not be always fo readily 
known to all Landmen, 1 will preſume ſome may ſerve now, and ſome 
another time. 

And I do affure your Honovwrs, if I had better at hand, I would 
preſent them to you : But they are my own, and ſo ſaved me the 
trouble of begging, borrowing, or which 1s worſe, ſtealing ; and I 
intreat your Honours Patience; for their Miſeries being ſo dreadfu], 
and ſo many years a growing, and ſo many times Ten Thouſands, as 
they could not have been ealily repreſented,except one ſhould have ſaid, 
their Caſe was almoſt all together Miſerable : But bleſled be God that it 
18 not: They havea good _ and good Countrey for their Friends , 
if their Caſes are not blinded from them : And as to their Remedies, 
\ it requires a great deal of Care and Inquiry: And when I look back 
to what I repreſented before; and forward, to what ſtrange need 
there is of them now, and when I hear that a great mauy there is that 
are in Droves, travelling in other Countries without Shooes or Stock- 
ings, ſecking to enter into the Service of the Merchants of England 
there, or to ſerve other Nations, and Run away from che Merchant- 
Ships alfo, and loſe their Pay, ſome of them not being willing to come 
home, for fear of the Preſs; This makes my Heart dread the Effects 
of it, and do ſuppoſe theſe Two Things would be worth while to be 
inquired into by the Parliament, to know: how the Caſe ſtands with 
them in theſe reſpeRs, 


Firſt, Let every Man of Wars Book, that hath been-in.the Stre:ghts, 
or Spain, or Portugal, beſearched, to fee what Numbers Run away out 
of any Ship, or eyery Ship, at any Port or Place. utes 
And, Secondly, To have an Accountof. the Men of War and Mer» 
-  chant-Ships loſt this Eighteen Months to the French, with the whole 
Number of Men taken in each Ship, - and in the whole. Shipping loſt ; 
and then havealfo the Number o Nr _ from France 1 mk 
| - time,, that did belong to thoſe Ships; and::what.,1s wanting may D 
on At to be entre into the Frakcb Servies; if not, dead 41 and 


of the Faft-India Ships taken, there be come home ſhort, near 
an Hnndred of thoſe men that were taken, it is to be fear d. the 
reſt wiil ſtay uatil warm weather, and then vet ſor © Money 
and Cloaths , 1f our Preſs is ſo great this Winre tha t they 
meet the POOr Captive Wretches when they Kketurn home 
in their Lonte Cloaths from France, and beg their way near 
an Hundred and Fifty Miles ; then before they © ome to Lo 
don, catch them, and carry them on Boz rd, Rags and Lice, as 
they Run ; put them down in the Hold of the Velſ?] |. to lie on 
the Boards or Ballaſt, or. what they pleaſe, it they be with- 
= Bedding ; and as Queen Eſthe*ſaid, 1/ they periſh, they te- 
y 

This is a Notable Age to tame Prodigals in, if they be orct- 
nary Seamen ; but it they be Double-Pay Ofc ers, then 1t m: 
be they Rnn up and down, and be as bad or wor -ſe than by 
fore; and ſoit may be will not be w orth, ſome of them, a 
Groat a Dozen, when the War is over ; tho they molt times 
Live; For the Officers that have a to come 0n Shore, ae 
very few of them. But this by the way. But I am too jarge 
in the ade on, 

I did think to ſay ſomething more as to the Seamen's Encon- 
ragement, in this Preface ; as that without the Seamen be paid 
off yearly on Shore, and have a Fortnight's or Month's Liberty 
to Recruit their Healths, I am atraid they will never be encou- 
raged to come 1ato the Service, neither ſtay there ; and if they 
do, and die, it 1s as bad as Running : for it they Run away 16. 
England, and the Merchants get them, it is an help to Trade, 
and the King may have them again ; and 1 could never know 
the Reaſon of that pretence of keeping the Seamen in fich ſla- 
very in. their payments, in this Age more than any other, to be 
paid on Board ; as if his Majelty's Service was not as good as In 
any Age of the World. © For my part, I ſay, according, to the 
money raiſed, there could never have dcen better Pay for the. 
Seamen in the world. And indeed 1 would not have the Sea- 
men of England ſay Juſtly, That God and the King ſent good 
Meat, but the Devil eat them Cooks that ſpoiFd it half in dreſ- 


ſing. 
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But in ſhort, I cannot ſee how the Nation, in the general, 
can anſwer the Seamen's being lett to Ruin : 

For, Firft, as I ſaid, it is againſt Grace, againſt the gracious 
Law of Chriſt, not to do to them as we would others ſhould do 
to us; which is taught the Children in their Catechiſms. 

2. It is againſt the gracious Providence of God to theſe Na- 
tions, who did, by a Miracle, ſend over our gracious King }l- 
liam, to be a means to ſecure our Religion, Liberties and Pro- 
perties; and if the Nation, who enjoys all theſe in Peace at 
home, ihould ler tht Seamen be Ruined, and loſe all together, 
and their Lives into the bargain ; I am afraid Chriſt will tell us 
another word in our Ears, That the Scripture ſhall not fail; and 
the ſame meaſure men mete, ſhall be meted-to them again. 

And ſo much to their being managed contrary to Grace. 

2, Contrary to Reaſon ; for Reaſon tells us, other Ages en- 
couraged their Seamen, and paid them on Shore ; and other 
Nations do ſo now. And Reaſon may tell thoſe who have un- 
derſtood the Nature of the paying on Board, That the Seamen's 
Families and Relations have not enjoyed the Benefit of little 
more than half their Pay,to their Familic's Comfort. 

3. It is contrary to common ſenſe, to think that if Seamen 
do uſually die, great part, where they are kept 2 or 3 years on 
board, that they ſhould have any Policy to keep them until 
they die, rather than to pay them off, to Recruit their Health 
and Lives. 

And indeed, who could be ever imagined to come freely into 
that Service where nothing but Death can part again, and then 
the Widow denied their Mony oft-times at laſt. And beſides 
the Loſs of theSeamen!'s Lives,there is extraordinary Charge to 
the Nation, and no benefit to the publick ; but it may be the 
Commanders that had abuſed the Seamen all the War, could 
not get more, and would want a Ship to get Mony in, and ſo 
might want bread, while our brave Commanders would have 
Men enough But thoſe who have driven away the Seamen from 
their Ships, and could have a ſupply by turning over men from 
other Ships, theſe might be at a Loſs for Men next Year. But 
my Skill in Sea Afﬀairs is too ſmall : Did it but attain to the 
_heighth of my Faithulneſs to his Majeſty, and Love t9 my Na- 
tive Country, I would, if the Lord aflifted me with Lite and 


P 

Health, write ſuch an Hiſtory of the Knavery, Folly, Cowar- 
dize, Treachery, Ruin and Deſtru&ion of this War, 1n the 
Sea-Afﬀairs, the Land would admire at; and would write eve- 
ry Line, to the beſt of my Judgment, what would be found 
true, not only in another Age, where they will ſpeak plainly, 
how his Majeſty, and the Parliament,and Nation, and Merchants 
are cheated and abuſed. But I would write what I believe will 
be found true in the Day of Judgment, where all Cloaks will be 
thrown off; and then it will be known, that God did not ſend 
Mankind into the world to be like Fiſhes, the great ones to de- 
vour the little ones ; and I bleſs the Lord, who kept me from 
being one of the Devourers of the Age; for I have had an op- 
portunity with eaſe to be a Monſter, when I laid out an hundred 
Pound a week, or two, in Seamen's Pay, if I had bought at half 
Profit, or Twelve Shillings in the Pound Profit, as ſome Mon- 
ſters did, I ſhould have doubled my Mony ſo often, to have been 
able to have ſwallowed up 3 or 4 Seamen's Pay for a Breakfaſt, 
beſides what 7 had for Dinner and Supper; and then 7 ſhould 
never have ſaid a word of the Ruin of the Seamen, but ſhould 
have been forc'd to have kept all Counſel, if the King had been 
cheated of a quarter of his Money, and the Seamen of above 
half their pay. | 

But I preſume it will be well to look back to the moſt happy 
ſtate of our Ships of War, when we did molt effe&ually beat 
our Enemies, and incourage our Seamen, and fee if we do not 
find the neglect of their method hath been the Loſs of half our 
Seamen, and nany of our Ships. 

And, Secondly, Whether their way was not to go ont in the 
Summer, and take all Opportunities to fight and deſtroy their 
Enemies, and come in again with the greateſt part of the Fleet, 
a1id pay off the Seamen, and fave therr Lives and Pay. 

Whether if this had been done, the Seamen would not have 
been 1ncouraged to come freely into the King*s Service, as in other 
Ages, as int9 a place where there was Mony, and: Liberty, and 
Releaſe, and not perpetual Bondage. And if at laſt diſcharged 
by reaſon of Sickneſs, and had Tickets figned by all the figning 
Officers, for the ſame to bedeprived, otherwiſe cheated publick- 
ly of their mony, to the ſhame of the Pay, and the Ruin of 
the diſcharged ; and whether any can now, ou the laſt mn_ 
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be fafe to ſerve tlicir Ring and Country : and 1t may be queſt;- 
oned, whether it be not a ſhameful thing, when poor Seamen 
have had their Fay received by ialſe Powers, they ſhould be de- 
nicd the fight of the Ship's Books, to ſee who received it ; and 
therefore whether alfo this, and the denying them otherwiſe the 
knowledg of their Caſe, be not an unjult and unreaſonabie 
tnit;z, to let poor Creatures be Cheated and Ruined, and hide 
it fiom tem. And what advantage It 1s to the Government, 
to lec tn2ir poor Seamen be ſo managed, belides the Eing's be- 
ng at extraordinary Charge to pay them ſo far from Zoudon, 
and tae City deprived of the benefit of taking their mony, as 
in other Ages, whereia the City of London was not uſed to be 
{o lighted, neither rhe Seamen ſo Ruined. 

Bur L ſhail preſume to ſay more in the Body of my Book ; for 
whoever pleaſ?th to read it at their leiſure, what my Thoughts 
are ; and if the Honourable Houſes pardon me, I ſhall not need 
much to trouble my ſeif with the Offences any others may take 
At it ; for | write tor good, and not to pleaſe, but to hinder 
Cheating the King, and Ruining the Seamen ; and not to flat- 
ter thoſe that would have ic all ſmuggled up in filence; which 
makes me think of one lately, that becauſe he could not find 
any thing faile in my book, had this ſuppolition, and that was, 
That he ſuppoſed if 1 had Repreſented fo much in France, the 
French King would have hanged me. : 

Nokv to that, being only a Suppoſition, I will anſwer it with 
other Suppoſitions : As, | 

1. 1 muſt have been a Fool or a Knave to have writ it, if ] 
did not conſult before I writ it, whether I could, with a good 
Conſcience, have ſiffered Death for the ſame ; and it I could, 
that might have been an eaſier .Death than the Stone or the 
Govt. And, : 

2. I ſuppoſe, by his Leave, if the French King's Subjects are 
Ruined and Deltroyed, it is by his Knowledge and Appoint- 
ment : and not Ruined and deſtroyed without his knowledge, 
and the knowledge of his Nobles,as I preſume our Seamen's Ru- 
ins are hid from the King and Parliament, and the blame muſt 
at laſt lie ſomewhere ; and it may be the next Age will won- 
der at the Hiſtory of it; therefore I take pains to inform the

HE Subject of Encouraging and Increaling of our En;2 
liſh Seamen, 1s of greater Conſequence than abundangg 
of Mankind doth readily apprehend ; and we being a an 
1/land, cannot be ſafe or happy in Peace or War with- 

out them ; which makes me admire what ſenſleſs Stuff the Brains 
of thoſe are, or what hardened metal their Hearts are, that have 
{o greatly Ruined and Oppreſled many of them and their Fa- 
milies; and 7 have admired and lamented with Tears, to ug- 
derſtand their Ruin: And if God himſelf commanded the Lows 
ſo ſtriftly, That if they ſaw their Fnemie's Ox ov Al? full down une 
der their Burden, they ſhould help them up; Then God forbid k 
ſhould have my Heart harder than 2 Jew, th at when 1 {ce not my 
Enemie's Aſes, but my moſt gracious Sover aign King Will:m's, 
and my dear Country? O Seamen, many dead under their burdens, 
and others in Ditches of miſery, if 1 ſhould not cndeavour to 
help them up, 1 ſhould be worſe than a 7w. And I conhider- 
ing, and ſeeing their miſeries thrown on them, and cndeavour- 
ing ſome Years to help them out, until 1 did almoſt fali in my 
ſelf, 7 cried out for help to their Maſter and Dame, who im- 
mediately ſent a large ſupply of Mony to their Managers an! 
Drivers, to afſiit them and help them up; and at firſt they had 
help. But the poor Cattle being kept travelling ſo long, until 
they fell ſick by Droves; and when they that drove them ſaw 
they were ſick, and could be drove no farther, cither let them 
die with the Load on their backs, ; bur if others ſe them out to 
TY 5 ry {- 
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Paſture, then there was an Order, That if they cou! 2 he 
well, to come into the ſame Drove in 28 Days, they 1 then 
run the hazard to loſe all the Hay and Corn dve io th.m and 
their Young; altho it may be many of them «ie. within a few 
Days after they were in Paſture ; or it may bz the. Drove, they 
belonged to, was gone 300 miles before they were well ; and it 
may be they went into the next Drove of their Maſters they met 
with, if they lived, and were well; or it may be they continu- 
ed ſick, and were ſcnt into ſome Sable for Cure, and there did 
eontinue long after their Drivers had ruined the Reſt of their 
Fother : And I conſidering what a Scarcity of others to bear the 
Burdens, and fo Extraordinary Charpge to buy more, that [I 
thought it better to keep them there was, and prevent that ha- 
zard and Charge. eſpecially confdering belides, That it was a 
lign of mens being wicked, whoſe tender mercies were cruel ; 
And alſo, that the young ones they bought, did many times die 
before they were a Year uſed to the Pack-Saddle. 

And to conclude, I dreamed, That without there were ho- 
neſt, faithful Managers, Drivers. and Hoſtlers, the poor Cattle 
would be ruined at laſt. 

But I had need to beg pardon for telling ſo muck af myDream: 
Iwill ſorbear the reſt ; for perhaps it would be an-hour longer, 
and they that. underſtand the interpretation, find it all true. 


But now for the Seamen's Encouragement to ſerve his Majeſty, 
7 will propoſe ſome few things, always provided, That if 7 pro- 
poſe ſnch and ſuch honeſt ways and means, it may not be miſun- 
derſtood : As for Example, if I ſay, that there muſt be good 
Commanders, and honeſt Purſers, or they will be miſerable at 
laſt, and run away indeed, many of them. This muſt not be 
underſtood: as if 7 were ſo uncharitable as- to refle&t on all in 
thoſe Places ; for we have ſome Worthy Admirals.and Com- 
manders, whoſe Names 7 honour, and who will neither abuſe 
the Seamen themſelves, neither ſuffer their Officers. to abuſe 
them ; and for every honeſt Purſer 7 love them. 

But my Headbeing ſo like a Land-Flood, \ over-flowing with 
the laſt Stormy Times of Miſery and Knavery, that ſome of it 
w1ll overflow the Banks before 7can get any Materials ready t0 
Kcure the Country from a further inundation. FEM 
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And now 7 will begin to propoſe ſons Materials that 7 q« 
ſuppoſe will be uſeful, in order for ſecurity for time to co: 
that which 1s uſeful may be made uſe of now or here of: | 
Times mend : How long they have been bad, God kno:

And now as to the firſt Conſideration of tlc Seamen's Relic! 
it is to be conſidered of the Admiralty an L Navy-Board: if the: 
be the moſt Excellent Men in England for Loyalty to his prefer; 
Majeſty, and Care of his Men of War an: 4 lorchant- Ships, anc! 
to preſerve the Seamen's Lives and Pay,thac will, it may be. be 
balf a Cure. But if ever there ſhould be in F:land, tor time 
to come, an Admiralty and Navy-boart! ijtat ſhou ld be onc part 
falſe and Treacherous, and the other ſott, and caly, and fooliſh, 
to Leled into ignorat ce and madneſs, it might perhaps lie in 
their power to put 1n ſeveral Cow ardly, Sorry, Damming, Ot- 
ficers, that would Ruin and Drive away Thoulands of SCamen, 
and never hght One Enemy ; and it there were abundance of 
good Commanders and Officers that loved the Seumen, and 
would fight their Enemics, and protec their Friends, they 
might be ticd up as ſo m any Cats, ſome in one Room, and ſome 
in another ; and the Mice might pl. ty up and down 1n ail the ret! 
of the Rooms, and alſo devour h2!f the Vidtuals and Cloaths 
in ſome Rooms. and be never hurt hardly ; Or indeed, in plain 
Engliſh, there might be Sh1ps of War have Orders to lie in the 
Dowys,and their Enemie's Ships might come withta TwoLe: gues 
of them, and it may be ſnatch away a Merchant-inan, aud be 
gone: Andif the others ſay, Their Orders is to lie there, ant ty 
muſt not break their Orders; that may ſerve, or it there ſhould 
be a Spuadron ordered: to lie before Dunkirk, t9 keep their Ships 
trom coming out, and the Frencn did ſtart our, and ours had 1c 
Orders to follow them, then, it may be they might rake ſom 
more Xu/ffia Ships ; 1 think rhey took Four Ru/ſi. Ships laſt time, 
the next day, as near as I can remember ; And I deal plz inly, 
becauſe I write not either for Profit, Praiſe, or Preferment : and 


io would do as a Lawyer or Phyician, that giveth Law or Phy- 
fick . 
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tk to a Friend freely, grveth the beſt Advice and Help they 
ean poflible, to have done the ſooner, and perfect the Cure ef- 
tectually. 

And now having faid, it may be, too much to the firſt, 7con- 
clude, only obſerving, by the way, how it 1s poſſible we Citi- 
7ens of London may be ferved when we put our Children to 
Nurſe; We may pay the belt prices in the World to the Nur- 
{-s, and 1f they be not honeſt, the Children may be ſtarved at 
laft, it we do not vo, or ſend to ice how they are uſed ; and if 
there be good Milk provided for them, it may fall out, that the 
Norſe, or her Children, cr gervant, yea the very Mongril Dog 
of the Houſe may devour 1t three quarters up, with as much 
grecameſh% as ever a Ticket-Buyer bought a Seaman's Pay, Seven 
Pound 1cn Shillings for Forty Shillings, and as much honeſty as 
ever a Poor Seaman was made Run baſely and ſhametfully out of 
his Pay at the Office, or at Pay-day. 

2. Therctore if the Seamen ſhould, or would be cyer encou- 
raged, we ſhould look back to the Juſtice, Policy and Honeſty 
of our Fore-fathers, who uſed to'pay their Seamen their Mony 
on Shore ; and the Commanders, and Seamen, and Ships, uſed 
to be agreed rogether to tight and Ruin, and deſtroy their Ene- 
mies at Sea ; and God bleſſed their honeſt Courage, and their 
honeſt Pay ; and every Scaman's Life then loſt at Sea, was as a 
Poyſonous Arrow to their Enemies : They kill'd their Enemies, 
and deſtroy their Fleets and Seamen ; and they that lived 
came in and were paid ; and thoſe that died, had thar money, 
paid their Friends, and Bovnty-money ſometimes alſo ; and this 
clid baſineſs, 

And thete is theſe Two Things to be conſidered of, which of 
them ſhewed moſt Courage, moſt Policy, moſt Profit or moſt 
Loſs, our Engliſh Fleet negleRing or refuſing to fall upon the 
French Ficet, when God from Heaven turned the Wind fair for 
our Fleet to fall on the French, when they were in Freſh-Water- 
Bay, cn our own Coaſt ; When, in all likelihood, God that gave 
us the Wind to fall on them, wopld have given us the Victory; 
and then we might have Ruined their Fleet. on our own Coal, if 
we had foughi as our Engliſh Ships uſed to do when 7 was aBoy, 
and it may be not loſt 4 Ships, neither Two, Thouſand Seamen 
in the Fight, becauſe God ſeemed to turn the Wind for ourFleer 
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to fight, as he did for our gracious King Willizn to 14.0 
firſt, and Crowned his Induſtry and Courage : And whethe: 
our moſt Gracions and Valiant King I idian had been afrai 
have fallen on his Enemies at the Foxn, DCCuſe of danger 19 
have ſaved ſome hundred Men's Lives, then he might not have 
_— the Victory,and had toriy T 1ouſaad Men's Lives - vrinded 
away by Sickneſs and Skambling Fights in I[rd.ud fince, and ;

Sea ; but bleſſed be God, who gave lum Courage and Victor, 
and to every Man he loſt there, he Ruined Len Enemies, :

But in ſhort, if the Seamen of Eny1nd be eve 
truly incouraged and preſerved for Lime to come, they mult be 
paid on Shore, and it muſt be ſo contrived as near as potiible, 
that every Man may be paid off once in a Year, or ww at far- 
theſt, and have then a little ſecurity againſt the Prels, that they 
may Recruit their Healths, and then they will be incouragetd to 
come into the Service again, and their Friends glad to ſend 
them ; and withont that, I am afraid other incomagement 
will be but like a few Oats ſhewed a Horſe to tempt him to come 
and take up a Pack, who remembers the lalt tune he could neve; 
et it off before he fell ſick ,and was thrown in the Hedg : At 


laftly,although he ſaw a great part of his Companions Dy cd un- 


ter 
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der their Burdc1is, none would be ſo mercitnl to them as to give 
them a Fortnight's Reſt in ſeveral Years. This may ſeem 4 
fooliſh Compariſon, but Children and Fools are ſaid to te! 
truth. and ſo much to that, ii there be no certain time when 
Seamen ſhall be diſcharged, 1 fear there will be no certainty of 
their coming in for time to come treely : And ſo much to thar, 

3ly, If His Majeſty, and the two moſt Honourable Houſes 
would advance all able Seamen's Pay four or five Shillings the 
Month, this might be the way to incourage the Seamen of 
Fngland to ſerve more chearfully and treely. 

arhly, All ordinary Seamen's Pay , but two Shillings the 
Month, that they might all ſtrive to be Able Seamen. 

5thly, That all Apprentiſes might be incouraged when they 
are Honelt, and Puniſhed when they are not ; that 1s, their Ma- 
{ters to have twelve Shillings the . Month, and they themſelves 
the remainder ; that is, if they are ſuch as deſerve bur:Eighteen 
Shillings the Month, to have Four Shillings themſelves to buy 
them Cloaths ; if Men, to be Paid Nine Shillings ; and if an 
Able Seaman, to he Paid the Remainder of the Pay, as Able 
Seamen are ; and this I Propoſe. becauſe I have Known ſeveral 
Apprentiſes ſhifting, and running to and fro from Ships, -have 
Beggered their Maſters and Dames, ard the King lvieth their 
Service at laſt, it may be, as their Maſters and Dames do their 
Pay. But if they had Encouragement themſelves, it may be they 
would ſtay in their Ships ; and if they did not, to be liable to 
ierve their Time over again, or ' pay for it; and alſo by this 
means it would be certain who ſhould have their Pay ; and that 
hath not been this War ; Sometimes the Prentices ſhall bave all, 
and ther Maſters none ; and ſometimes their Maſters all, and 
the Prentices may ſtarve for Bread or Cloaths, their Maſters, it 
may be, ſome of them, taking little care whete they ſhall be pro- 
vided for when ſick and almoſt naked. 

6. Sec all Seamen to be encouraged ta be able Seame1, and 
Miaſhip men and Officers, 2s they are capable* of ; and not ler 
any Cantain's Bovs receive Midſhip-men's Pay for their Maſters, 
and tie Brave, Couragious, Loyal Seamen, tbat ſerved indeed

Ships, and theſe to be as Land-marksfor their Pay, and not to be 
made: Run atrerw: ws: - but ſent up to'the Office for theirWives, 
or Friends, or Parents to receive their mony ; and theſe turn'd 
yer Tickets to be Regiſtred, and paid in court 2, and that with- 
! 1 7 thr ee manths at fartheſt, after the turning ov er: and none to 

uy any of them at above C3. ar moſe, in the Pound Profit, 04) 
Pain of Forteiture of thrice the value to the party erieved O] 
oppreſſed ; and if thoſe who have extorted before, of the Sea- 
men, out of their Tickets, above 4. s. or at molt, 5 s. in the 
Pound Profit, might Pay to the Party grieved and oppreſſed 25, 
back for every ſhilliug more profit ; and that would not. be ſo 
eat a puniſhment as ſome may imagine ; For it they extorted 

s. profit, and five being for time paſt winked at, the other 
five paid back double, 1s but 10s. So that the poor extorted ru- 
ined Seaman, would have but 20s. at laſt for 20s. And if any 
iay, there was no Law againſt theſe Extortioning Villains tor 
time paſt: To that I anſwer, I do ſuppoſe, unlets the Extorti- 
oners are worſe than Heathens, there 1s the Law of Nature and 
of Chriſt, to do as they w ould be done unto. 

And Secondly. unleſs thoſe Extortioners are worſe than 7 &s, 
I have heen often informed, that the Turks will ſeverely. cor: e&t 
a Jew if he takes more than a moderate profht of a Chriſtian ; 
they will beat the Tew ſeverely, And | do ſuppoſe that Mach 
dreadful curſed wretched Exrortioners, as tave bought ſome Sca- 
mens Pay at near a quarter of tbe v: xlue, were never heard Or a- 
mong Turks Or Tadians, or the no!t Gavage 2 and Barbarous Nati» 
ons in the World ; And thoſe very Seamen who are io Ruined, 
to loſe their Health and Lives in the defence of that very Na- 
tion where theſe Extortioners mult live, or be Slaves themſelves, 
and loſe all at laſt, 

And I conſider, That if David world not drink of the Wa- 
ter of Bethlehem, when theThree Mighty Men had ventured then: 
Lives to fetch it, but ſaid, God forbid : is it not their Flood ? 
Then how can theſe Nations expect to thrive, that put by the 


poor miſerable Seamens Widows from their Pay;that was earn- 
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ed not en]y with the peril of 41 Husband's Lives, but even fel 
fick, - and actually die on ſhore by reaſon thereof ; or whether 
it be not very like injuſtice, or unmercifulneſs, and Cruelty, 
to cauſe ſo great multitudes to be deprived of their Pay, who 
have not been one Day or Month hardly out of the Service for 
ſeveral Years,as by the Ship's Books will appear, except by ſick- 
neſs or death, that can be proved ; ahd if thoſe, who have help- 
ed to throw more miſery on them, be the only men that are 1n 
this Nation to Relieve them ; the Lord, for Chriſt's ſake, pre- 
ſerve all Landmen from falling into ſuch Diſtreſs ; for if Chriſt 
ſhould ſay to theſe Nations in Judgment, The ſame meaſure you 

ſhall be meaſured to you agatn, it would be fad ; but what he 
will do is known only to himſelf » and what his good will.and 
pleaſure is to ſtir me up to write this, he only knoweth, 

And Sthly, Therefore there ought to be care taken wha* 
Seamen muſt do for time to come, if they are ſet ſick on ſhore, 
and the Ships go away before they are well to ſecure their Pay ; 
tor I would appeal to all marfkind, that hath Grace or Reaſon, 
yea, or Common Sence, whether it can be thought, that when 
there is ſeveral ſick Men in Ships, m_—_— ſet on Shoar, ſome 
z one Port, and ſome-in-another ;. Whether the Ships muſt 
Walt until they are well,; and how the ſame Men can get to their 
own Ships again when they are gone ? And if they continue 
kick or die, or g0 on board of other Ships, or be ſent to the 
Hoſpitals, and Run ovt of their Pay ; whether this be not 
injuſtice, Cruelty, Opreflion , Diſcourazement to the King's 
Service, and that whereby no Man in England can be fafe to 
Serve his King and Country for time to come ; nor no Man fafe 
tatruſt a Seaman,or Seaman's Wife and Family, one Groat that 
is In the King's Service on thoſe terms, ſince the Stonteſt Man 
and Honeſteſt Man in Ezgland, by keeping long on Board, may 
fall Sick and Die, or continue Sick, and that a Year or two, 
and if not go on Board, or be Preſt on board another Ship, and 
{o looſe his Pay : I do proteſt in the preſence of the Lerd, be- 
fore whom I Write this, 1 fear if there be none in thefe Nations 
to be found to conſider theſe dreadful Caſes, but ſuffer Cruelty 
and injiſtice to be ſmugled up, that God will Chaſtiſe theſe 
Nations, until they Learn what it 1s to Ruin Men: and Fam- 
lies if their Lives or Fay, thouſrads and ten thouſands, as = 
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the King's Pay-book s and Muſter-books will appear ; and they 
I appeal to ; they are ſuch a Regiſter the Nation never faw in 
the Sea Affairs, and the blame muſt lie tomewhere; 2d I fup- 
poſe ſome hardened Hearts will fay the Running them out of 
their Pay, 1S right enough ; but it may be they will not con- 
{ider that their turning from Ship to Ship, until Sicknets or 
Death came, was the Canſe of a great part, and I hope they 
will not. be ſo Caſe-hardened as to ſay they were ſerved we! 
enough to be Run out of their Lives, ſo many ten thoutands ; 
alſo I remember the Enzg1h Nation, in ſome former times, was 
mighty induſtrious to find out, and Puniſh the Infrruments that 
Ruined the King's Liege-Pcople in their Laves and Eſfcates, - 
and had we had but the tenth part of Landmen's Poor Families 
Stripped of all they had in the Wor'd, as there hath been Sea- 
men {tripped of their Pay, it would have made a dreadful out- 
cry in England: And indeed if our Poor in England had been 
forc'd to be turned from Maſter to Maſter, without a Penny 
of Mony for ſome Years, as many Seamen have from Ship to 
Ship, and their miſerable Wives -and Children Live on Credit, 
or Starve; and if at laſt they ſhould, under the burden of al} 
by diſcouragements, fall ſick, and be. Run out of their Mony, 
they had worked for ſeveral Years, as many have been out of 
their Pay in ſeveral Ships; it would look dreadfully bad. 
And ſome well-meaning men would have nothing ſaid of it ro 
acquaint the Government, for fear our Enemies ſhould kno:y 
it ; 2s if the French, who hath taken ſo many lnndred Ships 
from us, and near twenty thouſand Men Captive, this War, 
and hath ſo many Spies, and Treacherons Villains here, and 
doth,to outward eppearance, know a £grcat Geal better where tO 
meet. onr J:4;a Ships, and Berb.i4's Ships, in ſeveral places to 
take'them Home to! rance,than ours did to fend Convoys to take 
them Heme to England; and yet ſome ſceming Honeſt Men arc 
afraid the French, that take our Ships and Men, {honid know ous 
Caſe, and in ſhort, I fear he knovrs it a great deal more exactly 
than ſome do, or will doin England, for I do think ſome in Fr:g- 
land \eem to do, like what is {aid of the Woodcocks, te hide 
their Heads in a Buſh, and think none gan fee them ; and fo 
if they let the King, Country and Seamen hc all Cheated, i£ 
wall continueto be all ſmuggled up; but my Pen runs thirtecn 
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to the Dozen, and yet the knavery of the Bakers isfuch, that 2t 
care be not taken, 1am afraid ſome of our Seamens Families will 
be ready to -ſtarve: but to that, I ſhould propeſe a-Remedy, 
that Seamen-may not be Cheated of their Health, Lives and 
Pay altogether, 

Firſt, if .as many as is poſſible, might be Paid of every year, 
and that, it may be, would ſave molt of their Lives, moſt 6 
ther Healths, and all their Pay belides, and we might have 
Ships enough for a Winter Squadron beſides , and it any did 
fall Sick, then 1f the Ship goeth away and: leaves him fer on- 
ſhoar, then if he cannot come on Board to fet him wu the Ships 
Book diſ-fick at ſuch a place and tiwe, and the Man, it well to 
g0 On Board another Man of War, . and £0 have: the- Captain of 
the Man of War ſend up a Certiiicate to the Office, That ſuch 
a man that was in ſuch a Ship, is now in his Ship, and this to be 
Entered inthe other. Ships Book in the Office to fave the Poor 
Seamens Pay ; and if the other Ships Book ©e not there, to 
havea Regiſter Book to enter it 1n the. nigzn tune ; and it the 
Man continues Sick or Dies, the Surgcon of the place, he.1s ienr 
to, to. be Bound to give a Certificate of his Caſe to fave his 
Pay, fince it muſt needs ſeem to- me. to - be- a | barbarous thing 
towards any, for time paſt, to be turn'd from Ship to Ship, for 
ſeveral Years; until they fall ck and die, and then be Run our 
of their Pay ; and it may be their poor Ruined Waves, who 
hardly have ſeen their Husbands this War, it may be they muſt 
come 100 or 200 Miles, to ſhew cauſe why they mult have any 
mony, and why their Husbands: went not on Board their own 
Ships again ; and it may be the Ships Journal, if looxed into at 
the Office, would ſhew the Ship went away in 24 hours : And 
if God will bring every work to Judgment, 1 doubt our Ships Books 
and Ships Journals will be ſad Witneſſes againſt the Cruelty of 
ſomein thoſe Offices, to Run poor Wretches out of their Pay. 
that the men are, as the Sentence is againſt thoſe that are:to be 
hanged; Dead, Dead, Dead, And therefore .if -] find not any 
Remedy againſt Ruining the Fatherleſs and the Widow, I will 
not expect any great Security of our Ships and Merchandiſe: 

And ſo much to that : Godis a Jealous God ; If we Ruin the 
Poor of Thirty Thouſand Pounds the: Year, by ſome fort of 
Tools, -and; God. ſuffers the: Nation:to loſe 10. many: —_ 
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Thouſand Pounds in Riches, and the King his Cuſtom, by th 
lenorance, Careleſsneſs, and Treachery of others; it our own 
Folly be not too- hard for us, I fear theſudoments of God will : 
and therefore I adviſe ſome way for theſe Nations to break off 
their tins by Repentance, and their Iniquities, by ſhevving mercy 
to the Poor : and Mercy and Jaſtice both, will teach ways to 
ſecure Ruined Seamens Pay, when wonnded, or dead, or in the 
Hoſpitals. 

9. It 15 a miſerable thing, that when men are tvrn'd over, or 
dead, or lick, that their poor Wives cannot be infarmed 4avhe 
ther their poor Ruined Hushaads are Run out of their Pay. witt;- 
out. Petitioning.; Which, if there ve Twenty Thouvſaud Turn 
ings over ina Year, may make work for the Clerk of the Petini 
ons, and his Maſters, It they all Petition at 12 4. the Picce £0 
him, it is a Thouſand Pound the Year, aad 64. to his Boy. ts {ve 
hundred Pound the Year : And will not this be brave Times f 
him ? But I remember, 1n all Cajaminties, fome dreadtul Wret- 
ches get mony ; 1n the tiine of the Plague of Zondon, 1n the 
time of the Fire, and in the time of War, many are Raiſed jirom 
the Dunghill on the Ruines of others ; but way poor Seamen 
themſclves, or their poor Wives, ſhould not haye Liberty to get 
2 Clerk to ſearch the Book, to fee if they are cheated of their 
Pay or no, before Pay-day, 18 ſad. But I coufels it 1s a good way 
:0 hide Knavery : For if mony be ſaid to be paid the Party, and 
was not, and he appears himſelf, it is a time!y notice to get an- 
other book to ſhew him, that 1t was only ordered to be paid him, 
But if he be dead, or gone, and never come himſelf, then it may 
ſtand paid the party uutil Dooms-day ; and if he comes, it was 
a. miſtake : And beſides this, having a ſight of the Books, may be 
4 great help to Extortioners and T icket-buyers, if they get the 
Books ſearched privately,they may buy as they pleaſe; And whe- 
ther this be. not turning the blind ot of their way,ſeeing theSeamens 
Wives have moſt time nothing but the Books to know what ts 
due; and if they be Run at. Pay-day., it may be are forced to pe- 
tition, and ſtay tor their mony another year; and this 15 miſery 
to miſery. # 

10, Therefore I think they ought, tor time to come, to have 
19 Seamen diſcharged withont a Ticket, and no Officer keep h1s 
Ticket on pain of Felowy ; For in plain Engiſh, which is worſt. 
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x Pirk-pocket ſtealing a Guinea or Two from a Gentleman, or 
a Captain of a Man of War to take a Seaman's Ticket from 
him of Ten Pound, and it may be the poor Seaman, nor his 
Wite and Family, hath not a Groat in the World to buy a bit 
of bread? Theretore if there be not Relief to poor Ruined 
Seamen, I will never more wonder we fool away, knock on 
the Head, bctray and deſtroy ſo many Men of War and Mer- 
chant Ships. But, 

11. And none to wait above One Payment for One Ticket 
alſo, for time to come ; and not wait 3 years for 30s. at Two 
Payments of a Ticket, as hath been common this War : And 
whether this was not Miſery to Miſery ? And to prevent that, 

12, Asfew as poſſible to be turn'd from Ship to Ship ; but 
when Ships come in, pay them off as they come in, ſome one 
time, and fome another ; and the Men have a Month's Liberty 
to come on ſhore; and gather health and ſtrength, and ſpend 
their Mony ; and when their Mony 1s gone, their Friends will 
quickly ſend them to Sea again, without preſſing ; and'that 
would be good for King and Country. And if Men ſee 'they 
are not ſhifted from Ship to Ship, like Slaves, they will, when 
paid off on ſhore, as in other Ages, have Encouragement to 
come into the Service again, and bring their Children, Servants 
and Friends with them. But if they find they are deprived of 
their Liberty all their Days, when once they come, and of their 
Property, when ſick and die, no marvel if they are glad to get 
away : AndI would ask all Mankind, and would appeal to the 
King and Parliament what ſhould be the Cauſe the King's Ser- 
vice now ſhould be more a Priſon than in other Ages ? and 
why ſo Gracious a King's Service ſhould be made ſuch a Bug- 
bear now ; and ſach Loſs of Liberty,Property and Lives to the 
Seamen now more than in any Age of the World ; and whether 
i be not an unmerciful, unjuſt, and an unreaſonable Argument 
to pretend the Seamen cannot be admitted to come on ſhore to 
be paid now, as in other Ages, becauſe they will Run away : 
Whereas, in the mean time, they are kept turd and toſſed from 
Ship to Ship, until more die than would Man the Fleet; and in 
the mean time alſo,more Run away from the Service than would 
Man it all and. half oyer again : And if they are Run

out, of their.Pay wrongfully, it is ſhameful and cruel; and

if Juſtly, their New Management has frigntned more Seamen 
out of the Service, to the appearance of the Ship's Books, this 
Seven Years laſt, than hath Run away 11 this Nation, 1 do ve- 

__ rily ſuppoſe, this fifty years, if all the Old Books and New 
Books were ſearched. $0 that I ſay, Experience ſhews the Mi- 
ſery of that Argument of paying them on board Ship, by the 
Loſs of near Forty Thouſand Lives, and fixty or ſeventy Thou- 
ſand Men's Pay : Whereas, had their Lives been preſerved, and 
their Pay encouraged on ſhore, in all likelihood Seamen would 
tave been fo increaſed, and thereby their Pay in Merchant Ships 
near half Ieſs : That conſidering the hazard of Loit Voyages in 
Merchant Ships, they would there have Thouſands of 
them proved my Words good, that I uſed to fay to them at 
firſt, That the King's Service was the beſt in England; No half 
Pay, no Pammage, no Loſt Voyage; and if pinched of their 
Diet, the King pays the Pinch-gut-mony alſo honeltly, 

And-thus 7 would by the way conitder, that we cannot expect 
to be in ſafety for time to come, without we do by Humility, 
Juſtice and Mercy, engage God to ſtand by us, and give us Wit- 
dom, and his Bleſling in the firit place, 

- And 2dly, As to outward means, 1n a vitible way, we cannot 
be ſafe and happy in times of Peace or War, without an hun- 
dred and fifty Thouſand Seamen i England, My Reaſon is _ 
this, That tho now we have the Dutch united with us, and it * 
may be ſave 20 or 30 Ships, and10000 Men, the'time may fall 
out we may ſtand alone ; and 2dly, What hath been, may be ; 
and the French and another Nation have Joyned againſt us; and 
then we necd double the Strength and Number of Men we have 
now ; and that to maintain a War and Merchant Trade both ; 
and if wedo not that we are Ruined for want of Trade ; there- 
tore this-I would fay, Tho our Loſſes have been dreadful tlys 
War, and God knows, many of them blindfold, and ſcandalous 
and ignorant ; yet it was a great mercy we traded ; Our poor 
had been Ruined, if we had not Traded ; all our ManufaCtory- 
worxers would have Þeen ready to periſh, and commit, it may 
be, any miſchief ; tor it.hath been with the Nation «© s it may be, 
tn ſome part, with my ſelf; There are ſome that have by the 
Providence of God a Subliſtence from me ; 1 trade, and trait, 
and loſe much ; I pay them, bleſſed be God, ghey live by their 
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Labour, and ſome myght itarye, 1 they hav vo that, of the 
Pariſhes muſt keep them ; others, 1: may be, get Mony, more 
than 1, under .me,, becatiſe I ſtand to ail hazards, and they to 
none, but take my Mony... Soitis in a Nation; it we had not 
Traded this War, ws had been Ruined ; aud it we loſe not 
more than we get clear Profit, we ſhall }172 at lait ; tho, by the 
way, the World may admire at us, that have near twice the 
Number of Men of War imploy'd that the Duh have, and 
yet that they ſhould have ſo many Millions of Riches come home 
from the [adtes, and other parts, this year, and other years, and 
hardly loſe anj almoſt to ſpeak of, except what they have loſt 
in our Company ; for where they take care of their own Con- 
cerns themſelves, for the molt part they go and come well, But 
i1 concluſion, I do ſuppoſe, beſides their preſervation of 
cheir Shipping, if I am not under a miſappreheniion, they ſave 
a Million of Mony a year more than we 1n their Ships of War, 
and Mens Wages, and it may be half a Million more in the very 
Wages of Seamen in their Merchants Service; and if they ſpend 
leſs by half, and loſe leG by Eight Parts in Ten, they will out- 
ious1In Trade ; and -1t is not our making a Notſe, and keeping 
our Seamen on Board of Ship until they die, will fave our Trade 
ive ; _but firſt the bleſſing of God; 2. The increaſe and En- 
couragemeat of our Seamen, and our preſerving them alive ; 
and having enough to ſupply the Merchant-men with Seamen 
cheap, and then having Men to order our Convoys, at leaſt with 
25. much common ſenſe to preſerve our Merchant Ships,and meet 
them as ſoon, aud take them home to England, for time to come, 
as tne French uſe to do, to meet them to take them home to 
France, that we may not he a Grief to our Friends, and a Joy 
to our Enemies, and a by-word to the World, I bleſs God 1 
love my Native Country well, and our gracious King” Willa 
well; and if I did not, I would not be fo plain hearted. And 
425 to what I ſaid before, we muſt, for time to come, imploy at 
leaſt half as many. Seamen more in times of Peace, than cver we 
did ; and to do it in time of Peace, if we would, when ever 
Godin Mercy ſends us peace; then mind the very Fiſhing Trade 
at our own Doors, as others do. I find it computed Þy cne Sir 
John Burrows, Keeper of the Records 1n the Tower, and printed 
with Gerard Malines Lex Mercatoria, whuch I have by me, = 
ene 


the Dutch do imploy in our Fr; 0, Sea, which he ſaith is a conti- 
nual Harveſt,and doth imploy 6400 Ships and Buſles,and 1.20000 
Men at Sea; whereby he faith, That Holland it {elf being but 28: 
Mites in length, and a few in breadth, imploys in all their Sea- 
Trade 10000 Sail of Shipping ; and he ſaith, That Zubeck hath 
700 Sail of Ships, Flamborough 600, Emden more, beſides Free» 
men, and other Nations that Fiſh and Trade in our Seas : And 
he ſaith, That the very Cuſtoms of their Fiſhing Trade of Aol- 
land came to 500000 I. the Year, includiug the Tenth Fiſh, and 
Cask paid for Wattage. And thns, if thought of by E£gland, 
when ever God ſhall ſend Peace, would be the way to imploy 
and increaſe our Seamen, and to have a ſuficient Number always 
ready to ſerve the King and Country at 2 Months Warning ; 
and not ſuffer our Seamen, in Peace, to rove all over the world 
for imployment to get bread, yea to go ſome Thouſands into 
the Weft Indies a Buckaneering, for want of bread at home. This 
is by the way. It may be ſomething of this may be minded ſome 
Vears hence, And this I would leave as a Aemorandum, That 
fince France 1s grown fo prodigious Great, if we double 
not our Diligence, they will endeavour to out-wit vs 11 Peace or 
War : and it may be they may be to England as the Phileſtines 
were to /frael, when we tall deeply to ſinning, they may be rai- 
ſed up to ſcourge us ; and the Lord prevent the Cauſe, and if it 
be tus holy Wall, enable-us to bring them under. , 

11. And I would ſay, That all poſſible care ovght to be taken, 
that thoſe, who have the Command and Offices 1n the Ships of 
War, ſhould be Men of true Courage in fight, and true Kindneſs 
to the Seame:. at other times: And I would appeal to all our 
Brave Commanders, if the Seamen, with good uſage, will not 
be led with a twined Thread, up to the Mnzzels of their Enc- 
mies Guns, at any time, by Stont, good Natur'd Commanders ; 
But hate to be abuſed like Dogs. And 1 am conſulting my Me- 
mory, and do not remember any one Commander tha was an 
HeRoring, and Swearing, Damning, Cruel Wretch to his Men, 
that ever had the Heart.to fight an Enemy : And therefore it 
were in this Age well, if there were a Law made, Tha: 10 ex:ra- 
ordinary Correttion ſhould be given to Seamen im Paſſion » but to have 
7 bree, or at leaſt Two Officers adviſe in any Corre&ion more than or- 

mary.

18. No Officer to Getain a Seaman's Certificate, or Sick-T 1c- 
ket, On any pretence whatever. 

19. No Officer to keep Men open on the Books a Voyapge af- 
ter they are gone, neither to make ont Tickets for them, or to- 
enter Men 1n the Ship? s Books, that neyer ſaw the Ship in their 
Lives. And to prevent this and the other, and the Cheating 
the King; and Loſs of Ships, and Ruin of Seamen. for time to 
come, there might be, 

20, One man in 20 that can write and Caſt Accompt, to be as 
Seamen extra, to keepa Journal lign'd by them all ”7 the daily 
motion of the Ship, in what place, what Wind, and what Friends 
or Enemies met with, or run away from ; and alſo to take an ; 
Exa& Account of all the Ship's Vieuals andvStores coming, on 
Board, to fee that it is the full Quantity, and that no Embelliſh- 
ment.might be in the Stores, nor no Victuals ſhort, ſince theKing 
allows enough of all theſe things, if men ſhuffle it not: away;:and 
alſo to ſce the men-muſtered every week all theVoyage on board, 
to prevent their being entred that never come on board, nei- 
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ther they kept open that Run a : And that alſo the Seamen 
exira might be Learning to carry a Ship to Sea in any'part of the 
World, and conſulted with in cafe of Danger, that Ships might 
not be knockt on the head, or toold away, for time to come, ſo 
madly as in ſome times paſt ; and theſe men to have fix ſhillings 
the Month more than Able Seamen ; and to be preferr'd, if de- 
{erving. 

21. In regard that the Boatſwains, Gunners and Carpenters 
are Places of great Care and Truſt, and tome Expences in the 
gertiti2 in, and taking care of, and accounting for their Stores; 
and their Wages being, it may bz, under-valued, in reſpe& of 
thoſe who have double Pay, if his Majelty, and the Honourable 
Houfes,wonld advance their Pay half as much more as they have 
a2w,and this would be the way to encourage them to be honeſt, 
fairhful and cheery 1n the Service ; and they that are not honeſt, 
to be puniſhed : if they are found to ſteal the King's Store, then 
they and the Parties who are the Receivers, which are as bad as 
the Thieves, to be every man that is found guilty, marked on the 
Little Fingers, and tranſported for Servants to the Weſt-Tndies 
all their Days, as thoſe that would -infe&t others if they ſaid 
here: And to find out all Theft, if there were this Encourage- 
ment, That whatever Seamen 2 or 3 could prove the ſame, to 
have their diſcharge from the Ship, on the Conviction of the 
Offender, and Tickets for their own mony, to be paid preſent- 
ly at the Pay-Offce,and a ProteCtion for One Year from the Prels, 
except they can be preferr'd in the time to ſome place, into ſome 
other Ship. And this would be the way to have almoſt all the 
Thieves mn the Fleet, 2nd in the Yards diſcovered, and without 
Charge or Loſs to the King, But if men who diſcover Cheat- 
ing be abuſed, Brow-beaten and back-beaten, and confin'd to en- 
dure it all their days, no marvel if there is ſeldom any Thievery 
found our, if never ſo much committed. 

22, No Purſers, or Captains Clerks, or any Officers, to give a 
Liſt of ' Names to others, to forge - Powers, or t6 deliver out 
Tickets'to any, but publickly ; and to thoſe who have Powers, 
that are Lawful to take the ſame ; and none to ſell or receive a- 
ny Seaman's Pay or Ticket, except their own Indenture-Serv- 
ants, on Pain of Felony, as being worſe than Highway-meu. 
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23. There to be a-Committee to hear the Complaints of thoſe 
who have been oppreſſed, cheated, or ruined in their Pay. ; and 
to hear all Complaints freely, and. to reſtore juſtice to. the. op- 
preſſed, as thoſe who would not have the hand of God go out 
againſt our Navigation any more,to the ſuffering either our own 
Folly or the Enemies Subtilty to ruin. us. 

24. That whenever Ships are put up for Re-calls at Broad- 
ſreet, for Pay, there be a-certain time appointed for. each Ship, 
and pudlick notice given at leaſt 6 days betore-hand, tor all par- 
ties to appear, that have Mony due, that they may not loſe their 
Pay, or come at ſuch uncertainties for ſmall ſums, that the trou- 
ble and charge, and loſs of time, is worth more than the Mony 
receiv'd., 

25. That there may be alſo an appointment of ſome of the 
Commiſſioners, that ſtate the publick Accounts, to hear and re- 
ceive all Informations, wherein the King and Nation have been 
cheated; and liberty to grant a-ſafe Condutt to any one to come 
and appear before them, to make a full and free diſcovery, and 
to let them depart home without moleſtation again ; and it their 
Information-be worthy of. a Pardon, that it might be interceed- 
ed for; if not, that they might be left-open to the Law, as be- 
fore: And that, if any one, that hath been guilty of Cheating, 
and forging of. Powers, can diſcover two others as bad as-them- 
ſelves, ſo as.they may be convited, then the firſt to be pardon- 
ed, and the other two puniſhed : And if the other two can. ej-. 
ther of them diſcover two more.,that, is four as bad as themſelves, 
the twoto be excuſed, and the four corrected. unleſs any of then 
could double their Information, as aforeſaid ; and this would be 
one- way, perhaps, to find out how the King, and the Nation, 
and the. Seamen- may be modeſtly Judged ta be cheated of 100 or 
1 $0000 L. a year this War. | 

And now 1 having propoſed this, it may be I ſhall meet with 

Fome Enemies that will envy me ten times worſe than the Thieves 
eavied him that-wrote the Book that 1s called, The Engliſb-Rogue ; 
and; yet if they were ſo wiſe, as to keep their own Counſel, 
nonewould know I meant them ; for indeed, I. bleſs God I aim 
not againſt perſons, but Villany ;' and if I meet with any that is. 
offended at me for diſtovering the Mezhod.of the Navy-Cheats, 
&fhall think is is foe body that, is galled” and ſcabbed; and. thar 
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I touched them, tho I did not ſee them, and therefore they kick 
and bite, as ſome Horſes will do. And ſo much to that. I would 
adviſe them to keep their own Counſel, that others may not 
laugh at them; and if they lavgh themſelves, and are pleaſed, 
the World will beready to judge they are glad if I can hunt out 
the Scabby Sheep ovt of their Flock. But I would propoſe con- 
cerning thoſe many thouſands that are taken captive into France, 
it were in Enzl;/b Ships. 

26, That they that are taken'may have their ſeveral miſeries 
:on{idered of, how they are uſed in France; and if their ſuffer- 
1225 be {o great, that they are ready to periſh there for want, it 
-:0n!d be well if ſome Relief were ordered them, that they might 
n0t die, and periſh there, or be forced to enter into the French 
Service for Liberty, Bread and Cloaths, and therefore to be ſent 
ficr away, alſo ſo ſoon as poſlible rhey can convemently, 

27, Whencome to Pl;mouth, or any Sea-Port Town in Fns- 
land, to have at leaſt a penny a mile allowed every Seaman for 
Travelling Charges to London, if in Men-of War, and to where 
their Friends live, if in Merchant Ships, that they may nor be 
forc'd:to beg, or ſtarve for near 200 miles, and at Jaſt be forc'd a- 
way into other Ships, without one penny of mony to buy them. 
Clothes for to ſhift them : And it may be-confidered, if it be 
not a barbarous thing to meet men as far as Xing ſton, coming 
home out of France; with nothing but ther Lovuſie Old Cloaths 
the French give them, and when they have begged 'r 50 miles, to 
carry them away, laythem in the Hol& in Prefs-Ketches, with- 
out Bedding, or any thing to lie-vnder-or over them'; and irmay 
be the: poor Wretches4ickly and'weak, fore of them : And this: 
is now at. this time one Fruit of our keeping Seamen on.board, 
and paying. them there, that they ſhould not Run away, . until 
there is ſo many dead and gone, that there is dreadful Tearing 
ann Halling in City and Covntry, and the very Watermen out 
of the Tiltboatsy that they are afraid ro work on their: Trades, | 
ſome of- them now, while our great Ships are ſo many: lad ' yp : 
And by the way, this preſſing,when-Men were "__ Iately.frigh- 
ted away ſome Hundretls or: Thouſands of - Seamefi';- Whereas 'if- 
they had but- had isborty- to have ſpent their 91y-freely in one. 
month; they would/have-brent glad to havegone againg, I: have 
heard aEriend of mine declare /olemnly; He kadabove-20Lodg-- 
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e's that belonged to his Houſe, SI away to their own Coun- 
(rie3, not Caring 20 come up to London to ſpend their moncy kere, 
or reiorn it home totheir Friends;1nd if ſo many be ſcared away in 
on2 houſe, how many in all the houſes that keep Lodgers in Crty 
and SuMuwis? Therefore men mult be taken care of for time to 
come, to have their Laves prelerves, and their perſons encoura- - 

ged ; or if not, I fear it wit produce greater Loſs and Damage 
than 15 yet foreſeen ; And ail mankind that knows the Sea-At- 
fairs; knows that 2 or 3 Years keeping on board of Ship, common 
ly 3 fonrths. of the men die; whereas if t7ey had liberty, and freſh 
proviftions, and Land-Air, one-month often recrurts them a-

: 28, Therefore the Seamen to be encouraged, and preſerved, 
and paid off at London, as formcoriy, and the City wonld not be 
Ruined by the War. And it it be objected, 7 be Scamen would 
ten go in 1:eychant-Ships, many of them, To that I do anſwer, it 
their Lives were preſerved, they would increxſe as faſt or falter 
in Men of War than in Merchant-Ships : and if there were jlcr- 
ty, Wages would fall in Merchant-Ships. And had our Fleet 
increaſed Seameqn, as it was expected, theWages would have. been 
fo low in Merchant-Ships, and what with Zoft Voyages, Seamen 
would have ſtriyed to have gone into the King's Ships, if they 
had bcen paid off an everp Ship, and had: Liberty.

35. If Seamen are preſt away when on Shore, the Captain 
that commands the Ship he is in, to be obliged to ſend a Certifi-- 
cate to the Ticket-Office, to be Regiltred in the. other Ship's 
book, or ina Regiſter-Book, as in the Caſe before of Sickneſs, 
to ſecure the Seaman's Pay from being ruined, becauſg he loſt his 
Liberty.

double Fees. But my wandring, roving, Brains Go rather think 
our Sea-Afairs look more like that Rude Play. calVd, Blind may's 
Buff ;, for we have had ſeveral ſcurvy hard blovrs, that we could 
not well tell who it was that did hit us : - But hovrever it 1s, my 
Wiſdom is too ſmall to unriddle the whole, altho I have Abun- 
dance of ſecret Notions that at preſent ferve for my own inſtry- 
Qiion : And this that I write 1s ſomething that bubbles over ; 
And if any ſhould go farther, and ſay, Whatever the Game was, 
ſome that were either to bold or decide ſome of the. Stakes, have gotten 
great Eſtates, let as many Gameſters a5 will, be rumed. Now that 
I would Kave to thoſe,who have more $kill to determine, I am 
almoſt aſhamedof this rambling diſcourſe,and will now fay what 
comes next to hand; and that is, That wehad need to ſecure our 
Walls; and if the-Seamen-are call'd our Walls, they had need 
to be repaired all that-is poſſible ; And if any ſay, Great part of- 
them: are new ones, and fo ſhould Jaſt well ; To that I anſwer, it 
may fall out the newer they are; the more apt to fall ; whereas 
thoſe which are old and ſeaſoned, if preferved any thing liks,. 
would-do better : And to that I might fay, Perhaps it is ſo in- 
deed ; for in England we need never want men for the Sea ; but 
Seamen are men ſeaſoned to the Sea. And by the way I would 
obſerve, That our brave Seamen that have been'7 Years 1n the - 
Service, they never hada peany Bounty-mony in the Spring ; it 
is they that come in afterwards get Bounty-mony : And'I have 
wondred, thoſe that managed the Seamen did not think of ſome 
incouragement for thoſe-who ſtood all the time, as well as for 
thoſe who .come in thelaſt week. 1t is an old ſaying inEngland, The 
Eye of the- Maſter makes the Horſe fat ; And indeed, if onr moſt” 
geracions King William had been Rightly informed, to-have ſeen . 
the Caſe of "his Loyal Seamen, they would have been -1n better 
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our Engliſh Navy, is the beſt in £44 World; that 18 allowed them, 
if they have what the King allows: And therefore, 

39. It were well for the Seamen, if the Purſers were bound, 
-and made to take all the Sea-ſtores on board of Ship, and nei- 
ther to receive any ſhort at the Office at firſt, neither to ſe} any 
away before they come as far as my Houſe, and that is not a mile 
from the Victualling-Office; and then Ships need not go to ſhort- 
allowance often 11 14 days after they are at Sea; and it that were 
prevented, it were well. But it may ve they may plead, They can 
-anſwer it,becauſe if they are found out, they muſt pay for it: Now 
to that I would Tay, it is well for all the Nobility's,and Gentry's, 
and Yeomen's Horſes in England, that they have not Purſers to 
teed them; that if their Maſters aſlow tbem 10 or 20 Quarters 
of Oats for a Stable, the Grooms, that ſhould feed them, take a 
thir1 of them, and ſell them, and drink away themony between 
the Drivers and the Grooms; and reckon {a many Pecks a day ; 
and if the Horſes are abroad at work, and come not in time, 
charge their Oats to the Maſter's Account, tho they areſold a- 
way, and they eat none in 2or 3 days, or aweek: And indeed, 
bad Drivers and bad Feeders is enough to ſpoil any Team of 
Ferſe in the World. I have heard among Countrymen, inKent, 
ſome ſay, There is half in half difference in driving Cattle; ſome 
will beat them, and whip them, and knock them over the Pate, 
and ſwear and damn like Devils at the Cattle, and ſpoil them, 
that they will hardly drive at all, or it may be break their Tra- 
ces, and run away, and ſpoil the Team at laſt; whereas, if ago- 
ther, that knows how to manage them wath care, ad cheereth 
them up, clappeth them on the back with his hand, and clurups 
lovingly to them, they will draw like Lions. And in ſhort, 1 
will appealto all the Yeomen in ent, many of whom are my 
Relations, if ever they knew a Team of Horſe gct a Groat 
clear Gains for their Maſters, at 7 Years End,whole Drivers and 
Hoſtlers had ruined them halt, and n{-ar ſtarved ſome of the 
reſt, and cheated their Maſters m the mean time of more a great 
deal than their Provender came to. But I had need intreat par- 
don for my rambling ; but ſometimes there may be Abundance 
'of homely Truths ſpoket: it Jeſt ; and it may be tea true te make 
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But owever, now to the Searmen of Frglang , Ds are Re- 

ally as true-to the Intereſt of' King Wilham, to the loft, as any 

torr of men whatever; and many of thoſe, wito have ſtood Im 

the King's Books as Xun-aways, are either dead in his Service, 

and that is rhe laſt they can do for him; and' others are fil in 

his Service 10 th1s hour,-tho Run out of their Pay in other Ships; 

And in ſhort, ir Jooks very miſerable aifo, to be Run out of their 

Pay in other Ships, and cannot obtain leave once in 3 or 4 Years 

to come to thew Cauſe, or hear Reaion why they ſhould have' 
their mony. 1 remember the Heathcn Romans are faid to take 

2are not to condemn. men without being heard ſpeak for themſelves, and 
alſo ſeeing their -ceuſers, Now if it. be objected, that it cannor 

be expected all that are made Run ſhould fee their Accuſers, yet 

for the 2d, they might have this priviledge Heathens allowed of, 

ſpeaking for themſclves : And therefore 1 think in the next

40. It 1s butReafon and Juſtice the Seamen that are made Run, 
ihould be protected 1 4 days, to petition to get off their #. 5. But

or not a month our of the King's Service theſe ſeveral Years,or 
diſcharged fair by Tickets ſigned by all the Officers.

And indeed this makes 
me think of their Complaints to me, ſome years palt, that they 
conld not Fight it out, as in former Ages : And indeed, in my 
ming, the Fighting like Men, and being Kill'd an Hundred in s 
Ship, is nothing ;' ſuch aloſs to themſelves, their Families, the 


King, and the Nation, as being kept on Board of Ship, until

| Numbers of Lives have been loſt; but however it be, His Majeſty 


and the Parliament may now inquire of the AQtors ; how it 1 
and why it was £5 contriv'd, and the Charge of the whole ſeem 
{o great, and ſhew no better ; but my Wits run a Wool-ga- 
thering : inſtead of Writing a few Heads 1 make fo great Bo- 
dies, they will require an Hovur's time toundreſ: by the Fire-ſide 
at Night before Bed-time, and the Difcom ſe may ſeem te- 
dious : But if ſo, how tedious muſt that mitiery be, when it 
may be a few Lives Repreſent forty Thouſand Miſeries; and I 
would have put in a pretty deal of Diſcourſe of Knavery alſo, 
4s how, it may be, the King and Country gaay be Cheated 
ſhamefully : But.if it be to be heard only at the Navy-Office or 
Admiraity-Office, as one great Cheat was, that I went abont 
laſt Year, and Forger of Powers.

And indeed, to long as the 
Seamen are ſeit away in other Ships, and the Commanders are 
tbeir 08 Accuſers, and their Fricnds the Judges, they will do 
well enc:igh, . Lhave ſometimes thought Row milchievons a Fel- 
low No Body is grown ſince I was a Child 1 hen he uſed to be 
accuſed for ſealing Apples, and eating up odd things, or drink- 
ing up the Wine or Strong Drink in a houſe; but now, 1f there 
be Ships murdered, or fool'd away, or betray's to the Enemies, 
or Fleets mifarry, as bad as our Smrna Fleet, No Body 15 moſt 
times called to Account, and puniſhed for the ſame : And when 
as the Scamen of Enziind are ruined and deſtroyed, and dead,or 
frighrcd out of the Service of our Gracious King Vi; tn, mul- 
titudes of them, and then Rtill.

runabout and 4irt-their clothes,and put their parents to charge 
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the Juſteſt and Mercitulleſt King in the World ; bnt 1s con- 
cerned in the management of the whole Confederacy againſt that 
common plague of the Chriſtian World, the French imp; And is 
forced to be be abroad, beyond Sea every Summer, to manage 
the Army ; And that it will be kuown that he Jett th@manage- 
ment of the Sea-Aﬀairs uato #ngli/hknen, aad that to ſuch as are 
qualified by Law ; and if there be any rhat wanteth any Quali- 
heations of Grace, or Reaſon, or Common Senſe, or Common 
Honeſty or Loyalty to him, it ſhould be belt known to them- 
ſelycs ; tor I eo not meddle with Names of Men ; but the Ru- 
ines of the Scamen ſtick in my ſtomach, and I canaot digelt it ; 
for I am lick of it; and had 1 been a Merchant, it may be I ſhould 
have been ſick of our Ships and Merchandize alſo. But howe- 
ver, It may he obſerved, That whatever miſeries or runes come 
in the management of things, there is this to be conſidered of ; 
The Managers of it muſt be men truly qualified ; and that js 
ſomething. But I wiſh, for time rocome, there may be men 

qualified with Grace, and Wiſdom, and Loyalty to the preſent 

Goverument, and that may have an intire Love to his Majzlty, 

and the good old, Exglyh Intereſt, that we may not be, any of the 

inhabitants of theſe Nations, forced to roar like Bears, or to 

mouri fore, like Doves. But 7 had forgot going on concerning 

particular incouragement for Scamen; as that they, 

44. Might never have Towr Beveridge Wine forced on then 
11 the Straits, that One Hogſhcad will mix with 12 Hogſheads 
ot Water ; as is ſometimes done in the 5treights, for the advan- 
tage of the Purſers, tho to the hazard of Seamens Health or 
Lives. 

45. And that all Seamen might be incouraged to look out. for 
their Enemies Ships, and that they that did ſpy them firſt, might 
be rewaraed : And they that entred the Ships on board that are 
taken, might have incouragement, and not to be forced to del1- 
ver every lictletkiuz'they get to their Licutenants, or Officers ; 
And alto 'it were well if there were given an Account at the 
Prize-Office, 0i the Value or Mony that harh beer paid to Sea- 
men this Var, to ſce ii they have had any thing to ſpeas of, or 
whether te Officers got all to themſelves. :

47. That if Ships are in Harbour, the Purſer to give the Sea- 
men their Allowance, as much as poſſible, in treſh proviſion, it 
being all on charge to his Majeſty; and the: way for Seamen to 
recover of the Scurvy, or other Sea-Diſtempers. 

48, That when the Seamen have been fed in-the Winter, and 
clothed in London, and they that haye Families been ſupported-a 
Year or 2 on Credit, they may not be.extorted on at Chatham,or 
Deal, or Portfnouth, to run in debt 13 or 20 I, a piece, as many 
have been ina fortnight, or 3 weeks ti ne, to-the Ruin of the Sea- 
men ; but that none ſhould truſt them above -Half a Crown in a 
week, except for Clothes,or where they lodge, Andthat incaſe 
at:any of thoſe Sea-Port Towns they do truſt them above that 
inm,except in ſickneſs ; or it they lodge there 10 s. the week, to 
prevent many thouſands of Seamen. running out of the Land ; 
and that many muſt do, or hide when the War 1s over; For 
where there is a Seaman owes 30 I. at one houſe, and 20 at ano- 
ther, and 10 at another, they muſt run away, and do uſually do 
fo: AndI have known in former time, above half thoſe who 
did madly truſt ther, to be broken alſo : Therefore that ex-- 
travagant &&pence is the Ruin. of the Seamen, and thoſe who 
mcourage them in it, and hatheauſed many Seamen to leave the 
Land, and go a Buckaneering in the Weſt Indies ; That 1s, to 
turn Pyrates, or Sea-Robbers. And now in time- of War, the 
Pariſhes near London, are forced to relieve many Families of thoſe 
wha ſo baſely ſpend their mony in the Sea-Port Towns; And 
his Majeſty's Service is often neglected thereby. Whereas thoſe 
who are good Husbands, fave mony, and ſend it up to their 
Friends or Families : And theſe honeſt Seamen are ſuch as will 
be abke to ſhow their Faces any where, if they live until time of 
Peace. And now I come to ſpeak of peace, I deſire the Lord in 
mercy to ſend a good one, if we waita Year longer or two be- 
fore it comes; and our Seamen wall need help in Merchant-Ships, 
And indeed fome of our Merchant-Ships, the- Maſters are ſhame-- 

ſcandalouſly Villains, io going the way. to cheat and op-

preſs the Seamen : And theſe may be rep:ted among the curſed 
Ticket-buyers, and barbarous Villains that ruin the Seamen in 
Men of War ; For many of the Maſters in Merchaut Ships ftop 
what they pleaſe out of their pay, or do-maks them go to Lave 
for their Wages, and keep them out oftentimes alſo 2 or 3 
months, tho the poor Seamen are prelt away ; And one in par- 
ticular lately did ſell his Seaman's Venture, and kept his pay, and 
the Seaman preſt away ; and the Maſter did promiſe me his mo- 
ny from day to day, until he cunningl]y, in the Nighr,carried his 
Ship to Graveſend, and got her cleer'd. But I heard of it ia the 
morning, and ſent away an Officer to the Ship, and got him ar- ' 
reſted to make him honeſt ; and got the mony from the ſcanda- 
ous Villain. But if Merchant Seamen were incouraged as fol- 
10WS : 

49. Firft, That there might be a Law made, That all Seamen 
might have as good and large allowance of all Proviſions and 
Beer,as in his Majeſtie's Ships ; and in cafe of falling ſhort, on 
any occaſion, to be paid ſhort allowance mony allo. 

50. That none might pay any dammage,except for their own 
NegleQ or Fault. And this would be the way tor Maſters and 
Owners to take care to ſend better Ships to Sea, and not oppreſs 
the Seamen for their Rotten Leaky Ships Fault, 

51, No Seamen to have undue Correction, nor indeed no ex- 

raordinary Correction, without the Approbation of the Ma- 
ſter, and 2 of the Officers, thar {6 men might not be barbarouf- 
ly killed in the Ships, as fome have been, and others dreadfnlly 
abuſed. 

52, That the Maſters who ſtop 2 or 3 months pay a piece 
from the Seamen, when they pay them, unjuſtly, may be pv- 
niſhed as Villains, that do go the way to ditcourage, and briny 
2 Curſe on our Engliſh Navigation, if it lay in their powe) 
Whereas thoſe honeſt Mafters, that Victual well, and pay well, 
are {uch as go the way to incovrage our Fnglyh Navigation, and 
£0 proeure a bleſſing on the ſame ; and theſe Maſters 1 love; but 
L hate all ſorts of Villany and Knavery wherever 1 meet with it 
in any: And do therefore expect to hear cf {ome Knas &s find 
Fault with this, as ſome Thieves and Cheats d1.4 when they keard 
1 did diſcover,.to the Parliament how the Kine and Nation was 
cheated. But I wonder they ſhould be fuch Fools to complain, 
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feeing 1 named. no body ; Andif they had laughed at it,no body 
had need to have known they had been guilty themſelves : And 
fo I wiſh them to be wiſer next time ; And tho there are Abun- 
dance of Cheats and Villains to Cheat the King and Country, I 
know their methods, and am aſhamed that fo brave and excel- 
lent a King, and fo famous and fine a Country, ana {uch Stout, 
Loyal, brave Seamen, the beſt in the Univerſal World, ſhould be 
all cheated and abuſed, and that many times by thoſe who drink 
it away, or whore it away, Or game 1t away. Again, and if one 
Devil helps them to get it, there is ſo many Devils to-help to 
ſpend it,. that ſome of them will not be wortlr one Groat a Do- 
zen, in a Years time after the War 1s oyer, and nothing ſtirring 
- but Honeſty aud Induſtry. 

But 53. There ought to be {ome earc taken that Maſters of 
Ships might not abuſe, and cheat, and beat, and ſtarve their Sea- 
men beyond Sea ; for that bath cauſed multitudes of Engliſhmey 
to ru away 1n the Straits, and other Voyages, to the great 
m—_ of our brave Fng!ifh Seamen, who will do any 
thing, it incouraged ; but will be mad, and run away to ſerve 
any Nation, yea even the Zarks themſelves, it they are Abu- 

ed. 

54. Tt 1s pity there is not more liberal incouragement for Sea- 
men to carry Ventures, and to be extraordinary well provided 
with provifions in their Voyages to the Eaſt Indies, fince many 
Ships have in that Voyage, of thoſe they carried out, buried 4 
men to One of thoſe which they did bring home : And that is 
bad, to loſe all toa fifth part. And many men have in thatVoy- 
age been ſuppoſed to die for want. And the Company ſaffer- 
eth by it in the danger of their Goods, if Ships miſcarry.Where- 
as thoſe Brave Worthy Commanders, who Victual extraordina- 
ry well, and take great care of their men, do come home well, 
and their men love them, and I love them alfo for their Houe- 
Ty and love to the Seamen. Bur it iz a ſhame that any Ship's 
Commanders ſhould be: fo nnnatural as to want water almoſt ſo 
foon as they come out of the Harbour: And if there were a Law 
made, That all Seamen in Merchant Ships ſhould be paid the full 
for their ſhort Allowance and Water-mony, as the King doth ; 
And that would be the Way to incourage the Seamen to keep 


eir Ships, and not run away to ſerve other Nations for want- 
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of better ufage, And the de of all Ships, for time t9 
come, ought at leaſt to be made to provide Water for their 
Ship's Company, and not neglett it, or fravght thelr Ships fo 
full that they have no room for Water, that ſo the poor Seamer 
way not be whipt at the Geers for drinking the Water that 1s 
allow'd for the Hogs. This ſeems to be worſe than the poor 
prodigal Son was ſerved : And indeed I have obſerved, T hat 
the nterlopers Si1ps to India, that their men had liberty to car- 
ry good Ventures, have gone well, and their men come home 
as fat as Pigs almoſt ; as if they had not only had enough of 
Water, but had eaten half -the Hogs alſo. And indeed ir 15 al- 


fo 

p 5. Great pity that ſo many poor miſerable people were for- 
ced to come and wait, and wait and come 20 times for their mo- 
ny after it is due, for 4 months pay, at the Eft Iad'a- Houſe. The 
loſs of time to many, and their labour, and waiting ſometimes 
3 or 4 hours in aday, is worth to ſome, I fear, it they re:kon 
their Time, above halt the mony. But this Age ſeems to play 
with miſery. I meet with ſo many Objects of this Age's being 
hardned againit the Groans of the poor, in ſome places, and 
Cries of the Poor, that truly I mwſt needs fear thar the moſt 
mercitul God will ariſe to plead the Cauſe of the Poor, the Op- 
preſſed, the Fatherleſs and the Widow, ſceing many men ſeem 
to.loſe moral pity. And indeed I am afraid it is gone 0 look 
after moral honeſty, many mens very Conſciences ſeeming to be 
even as it 15 ſaid.of ſome Fire-Locks,Caſe-hardened : And as it 
1s Tfaid, That a good man 15 merciful to his beaſt ;, 101 will fay, that 
even the tender mercies of many wicked mzn in this Age, are 
cruel. But certainly God did not ſend men into this World to 
be like Devils, to plague and afflit mankind. And therefore it 
were well and convenient; 

56. That no Seamen in any Merchant Ship whatever, to he 
forced to wait above four Weeks after the Ship is in Harbour, 
for their Money, it being a very great oppreſſion on the Sea- 
mer? after a long and tedious Voyage, to have no Mony to 
boy any thing for themſelves or Families in three Months time, 
and thereby Live on Credit, take up their Cloaths and Provi- 
fions, at what Prices any will ſet on them, to the great Loſs of: 


many Families. | 
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57. But if there were a Law made for the Heating of the 
Seamen's being abus'd or cheated of their Pay ; and either the 
Maſters of the 77mty-oufe, or ſome other men, to be as a 
Court of Conſtence to hear the Seamen's Cauſe, without 
Charge, it would fave the poor Seamen's being forc'd to goto 
Law for their Weges after any Voyage, or for mony to be paid 
iQ the tune of any Voyage, it might fave a multitude of Char- 
25 at Law, or loſs to poor miſerable Seamen, or their Families 
being often forc'd to give one half to get the other Recovered, 
alter it 1$ Earr'd. 

55. Another method for the true management of our Engli/h 
Navication, is to labour to have both the Commanders and Ot- 
ticers and Seamen, to be brought to a moral Reformation, and 
alſo to a Religious Worſhip, and fear of the God of Heaven 
and Earth, and Sea, at whoſe Command are both Winds and 
Seas, and indeed if God be not ſought nnto, but inſtead there- 
of, dayly Blaſphemed all other ways and means will be too 
'horr to Expect a real Bleſſing, and comfortable Incouragement,, 
4$.we might wiſh ; but that the Seamen wul be ſo much oppreſ- 
ed, and the Ships Ruined and Spoiled, more and more, until 
there be ſome outward Reformation at leaſt, if not a true and 
found Reformation of Life and Manners. And it the general 
ipſtructions printed and given to the Captains and Lientenants 
of Ships by the Admiralty, were minded aright, it would mend 
many things, and therefore deſerves to be inquired into, in draw- 
ing up the method of the Well-Government 'of onr Ships and 
men ; And the fifſt Paragraph of iris, That God be duly worſhnp- 
ped, and that twice a day, and all Profancneſs, Drunkenneſs, Swearing 
and Cnrſing be diſcountenanced and puniſhed and the Commanders 
that allow it, turned cut, And we ſhould meet the Lord by Re- 
yentance both by Sea and Land ; and cry to the Lord, that he 
would megt us with his mercy, that we may, by Righteouſneſs, 
be an exalted Nation, and not for our fins be a roined people : 
And therefore, nn 5s | 4 

5s. It were well af every. Ship in England that carrieth -but 
ten mca were bound to carry that excellent Book of the Chnrch 
of t.nzgland's Doarine, the Book of Follies, to read's Homilies. 
ever; Sunday. And it hath the 39 Artides bound up with it, 
z44at all Seafaring men might ſee the excellent Dodrine of the 
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Old Church of #:2land to be edaa Piety and Holine:/ Ant 
that it, may be ſaid of the Prophaneneſs of this Age, That It is 
ſach a thing as the Fundamental Do@rine of the Church of E4g- 
landabhors : And as it was ſaid of Old, of ſome that” knew not 
Joſeph, {o it may be ſaid of the great Wickedneſfs of this Age, 
T hat 4t is. from ſuch as know not God, neither do they truly 
know, and believe, and practice that trne fundamental Doerine 
of the Church of England; Aud it were well if the Reverend 
Biſhops would conſult the great need there is of ſuch Laws as 
may in ſome meaſure at leaſt bring men to as. near a Conformi- 
ty to. the ſubſtantial, Fundamental Holineſs, . Sobriety, Charity, 
Juttice, and all,Chriſtian, Fundamental Duries of Grace and Ho- 
lineſs that are contained in ſo holy a Doctrine. 

60. And that every Ship that doth carry 120 men, Or more, 
do carry an able, ſober Miniſter, to inſtruct the Seamen in ther 
Duty towards God, and to reprove the Vices of any one in the - 
Ship; And by their Do&rine and Converſation, to ſhew to them 
that the fundamental Do&trine of the Church of England, is for 
the Real Service of God aud Holineſs, and againſt all fin ; And . 
that they that profeſs the Doctrine, and live in Wickednels, are 
falſe pretenders to ſo holy Dodrine, | 

61. And therefore that Excellent AQ againſt Curling and 
Swearing, if well executed, will be.a good beginning, and a good 
help towards; a moral Reformation. $So if the great Debauches . 
ry of this Age could be ſuppreſſed, it would be a good help to- 
wardsmen's coming to conſider of a futvre ſtate, and to think, 
that whatever they are themſelves at preſent, yet mankind was 
created to live to the Glory of - God, and to honour him ; and . 
not to live like beaſts, and worſe than beaſts. And the more ex- 
cellent the fundamental Dottriue of Chriſtianity is in anyChurch - 
or Nation, the greater the condemnation of -thoſe muſt be that 
do {in againſt the Light of the ſame, and will got regard to waik 
according unto 1t. ng 

And now having faid this, I will return, again to another in- 
couragement [ think there is great need of, alcho the Seamen in 
all Merchant Ships, that, go well and come well, in the 2 ſerchant's 
ſervice, pay ſomething towards the ſame ; And that is, 

62, 'T hat all Fleets,of:. Merehant Ships ſhould, as much as po 
ible, keep company, and Rand by one the other, except much 0+ 
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ver-powered ; And for want of this there was 6 or 7 Ships ta- 
key out of 1,2 in One-Fleet, by 2 Privatzers. Therefore- thoſe 
Ships:that would not fight, the Commanders onght to be made 
publick Examples. TINS Ip 7204 

63. And thoſe that fight ſtoutly, as brave Englihmen, to' be 
incouraged and ed 
64. And that thoſe Seamen that loſe their Lives or Limbs in 
AZerchant ſhips, ſhould be incouraged, and haye Bonnty-mony, 
" 11 his Majeſties ſeryice they that are Wounded or KilFd there 
ave. 3 
But now I would not be miſtaken, -to think:that His Majeſty 
ſhovid pay it ;  altho if a Merchant Ship be loſt --it may fall out 
that his Majeſty may loſe 4000 1. Cuſtoin : Andwee it ſo they 
did fight and fave the Ship and Goods, jif there were 20 kilFd, 
and 10 wounded, if his Majeſty paid each of them, or their Fa- 
milies, 20 |, it were 200 |. and his Majeſty world fave 3600 }. 
by the ſaving the Ship at laſt, and the Merchants, it may be, 
30000 1, by the bargain alſo: And therefyre it would® be of 
great uſe to the King and to the Merchants, and to the Nation 
in general, to ſave our Ships as much as poſſivle, and ruin er -E- 
nemies as much as poſlible, and encourage our Seamen'and Ma- 
ſters to fight, to ſave the Ships as much as poſſible. But Ikave 
often wondred that any Merchants ſhovld be: ſo barbarous, or 
Maſters {o nncharitable, as not to give the Seamens Families one 
penny of Evcouragement, who Jaid down their Eives, and faved 
their Ships. Aud ſometimes I have heard of ſome that have been 
forc'd to go to Law for their Wages after the Ship wzs faved : 
_ And asI remember, a Cuſtomer of mine was forced to pay the 
Chirurgeon 3 or 41. to care him of tis Wounds : Now I did 
-Jook on this as barbarous : And I do fay, in this reſpe&, the ſer- 
'vice of his Majeſty is much better than the Merchant-1ew ; And 
would be 1n many others a!ſo, if it were not for the fault of Of- 
ficers, and Officers of divers ſorts. But this by the wav for I 
_ think we ſhould be the moſt hapty people undcr the Fdcr of F/+ 1mom 
if it were not for the Sins, and Follies, and Bribery. io 
Ty and Villany of the Age we live in ; Whereby 1:7 +16 7 
e1, and p!agucd and AﬀMiicted more thanever, in over: 
both in Men of War and Merchant Ships,and the E1nz 51 Com 
ary loſs by the ſame at laſt, maiFXeamen ſerving, as is to be fe... 
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ed, other Nations, by _ ſo much diſcouraged 1n their owns : 
But 1 leave that, aud would to God that all would indeed Jeave 
it in good Car neſt, and ſet themſelves to ſtudy t5 ſerve God and 
lis Majeſty, and the common goa of all theſe Nations; and 1n 
order to it, I think this is one, to incourage all Seamen, as much 
18 poſſible, to preicrve our Shi PpPL0S : . and one Way was, that.as ! 
ind, Wrocrver lo! ther Jin: bs or Lives in defending a /ercoant 
op, _—_ ave ſenſiens, or Pounty-mory - Ana liup noſe, that if 
there were a Law made, "Chat eve: y one Ne ould be fo rewarded, 
cvery = would be more willing to venture TRENT Lives t9 
fave tho Shups: and the very Seamen in Merchant Ships, that 
went well and came well, would Pay 12 4, out of evcry pound 
towards 2 Cleft to be kept for tht purpoſe at Greenwich Hoſni- 
tal, as there is a Cheſt for the Cripples at Chath.mm : And there 
might be a Commiſtiorer, Or 2 Or 3, appoiuted to manage:t in 
time of War and Peace: And in time of War, they that are 
n Merchant Ships could attord to pay thar cheerfn! ly, becauie 
tneir Wages 1 near double ; and in time of Peace it taight be 
but 6d. in the pound tow ards the Penſions : : and a Clerk or 2 
appointed at tbe {aid Hoſpital, to kcep all accounts of every 
mans months pay in England, ani to receive the mony, and to 
pay it ont again to the Widcw or Aged Parents cf all that are 
kill'd in the defence of Merchant Ships, 200. and toall that loſe 
a Limb, or the total uſe of a Limb, in the defence of a Merchant 
SHIP, 61. the year during their Lives: for their Relief ; and this 

10 be paid them conſtantly - And not to have any Ticker-buy- 
ers ſuſfered to extort half of it from them : And if the {aid ſhil- 
ling in the pound paid by others,di4 amount to more,as it might, 
if pathered faithfully all over rhe Nation, then the reſt to £0 tO 
the Widows of poor Seamen, or to aged Seamen that were paſt 
their labour. And it is as gr cat pity, but all induſtrious Sea- 
men ſhould be incouraged in Fngland, ſeeing 1 do not remember 
that ever an my my Life I heard "of one Ship, either Merchant 
Man, or Mar of War loſt, becauſe the Seamen would not f ght; 
but fo man 1Y y becauſe the Commanders would not hghr, that I 
have been often crieved and aſhamed to hear of it. And it 
there were 4 Law inade to incourage the Seamen, 1 wiſh there 
were alſs another, That if the Commanders would not fig ht, 
they ſhould ] Joſe, as =toreſaid, 2 of their bngers, and be ſold | for 
Cr ſlaves 
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Baves all their days; 'and if they did ever return, to be hanged, 


that fo there may not be ſo many to diſgrace this brave Iſland 
with Cowardiſe, which hath been,and in ſome meaſures, at this 
day the Terror of their Enemies, the French Fleet ; which were 
pretended to be ſuch Monſters before ; having run to their Har- 
bours with ſhame and diſgrace, ſince they ſee we have an Admi- 
ral who with leſs than half our Ships did beat them before ; 
and for that we have cauſe to bleſs God, and live to his Praiſe, 

And now to ſay ſomething to ſave his Majeſty's mony, and 
the poor Seamens alſo, for time to ccme, I do {uppoſe it will be 
needful for time to come, to make it Felony to commit theſe 
Tranſgreſhons, vx. 

1: To enter 40 mens Names in a Ship's book, that never were 
inthe Ship, nor in the World, and that is bigger ; This to be 
Felony. And this is a Trick of the Devils Maſterpiece. 

2, That no Purſer, 01 Captain's Clerk, or any other, do give 
a Liſt of 40 or 50 men at atime, that are dead, or run away ; 
that ſo, tho the King hath been cheated of their Vittuals, he 
may note cheated of their Pay ; and tho the Purſer might af- 
ford their Fay cheap, yet I wondred when T heard One Purſer 
gave as many\Names as there was 3 or 400 |, WI h received for 
1n-2 Ship, and the fooliſh Knave had but 8 or 101. for all. Now 
this Purſer, and they that did find Powers,cught to be trauſpor- 
ted on of this Nation, that the Climate may not be infe&ted 
with their Villany. 

3. That no man in the Office be ſaffered to change the Chri- 
on Name of a Seaman in any Ships books, to cheat the man's 

Friends of his mony, if occaſion be : This Exploit looks like the 
rt of Jugling, if it ſhould be pradtifed ; therefore ſhould, if 
aſcovercd, be puniſhed. 

4. That none be fuffered to keep men open npon the book a 
whole Voyage after they are run away, ſince this Trick, and 
thoſe before-mentioned, and ſome Captains, as I here diſcover- 
ed to have-many hundred pounds worth of Scamens Tickets, 
and-fome other Tricks I know may be plaid, 1f not prevented, 
may coſt his Majeity it may be 80000 /. tbe Year, and cheat the 
Seamen Twenty. Thouſand Pounds to make it up an Hundred 
Thouſand Pounds the Year ; and it being hard Times, as I find 
3t js, a penny ſay*d will be as good as a peuny got ;, And if others 
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do ſtudy to raiſe {6 much, it is their Ingenuity ; and if I do ſtu- 
dy how to fave his Majeſty and the Nation 100000. the year, it 
may be a ſervice for the Nation, altho it may be no great inge- 
nuity in me for my ſelf, becauſe I am not like to get any profit 
to my ſelf by it in this world : but I bleſs God who enableth 
me ia ſome meaſure to be willing to ſerve his Majeſty and theſe 
Nations; ascheertfully, and heartily, and faithfully, for Love, as 
any man alive can do for Mony ; And if the Repreſenting theſe 
laſt, or any other Knavery, ſhould cauſe any to be offenled at 
me, 1 ſhould wonder at their tolly and madneſs to betray them- 
ſelves, ſince I love and reſpe& every honeſt loyal Commander 
4nd Officer in his Majeſty*s ſervice, and every honeſt good Com- 
mander in Merchant-men ; and they that are {uch will no doubt 
loye me, and delight in me, as one that is willing that every man 
of their Profeſſions and Offices ſhould be an honour to the ſame, 
and to get praiſe to the whole Fraternity of them. But I expect 
that thoſe who are fore, and ſcabbed, and galld, will, .as we uſe 
to ſay, be ready, when their fore is touch'd, to winch and kick, 
a!tho I name no perſon ; I wiſh their perſon well, and theirKna- 
very and Villany puniſhed, and they made better, And I only 
repreſent the Knavery, and if they will be ſo fooliſh when they 
hear it, by their Anger to let others know they are the men,that 
1s their fault ; and a puilty conſcience needs no accuſer. And ſo I 
leave them to their ſerious conſiderations, to think if they have 
ſouls, how they that are Cheats and Villains here, muſt anſwer 
it hereafter. 

And I wiſh all mankind well, and know no man alive but I 
would do a kindneſs to, if it lay in my way; and know not a- 
ny man alive but would do the ſame by me. And now being come 
to a concluſion of this, I give up this and my ſoul, ſpirit, body, 
and all my Family, and all my affairs, all into the hands of the 
Eternal Love and Mercy of our moſt gracious God and loving 
Father in Jeſus Chriſt ohr only Saviour, for all time, and all &> 
ternity,. Amen. 
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The Art of Ticket-buying, or the way to help 
to Ruin the Seamen and their Families in their Service 
and Pay.. In a Diſcourſe between Hoxefty, Poverty, 
Cruelty and Villazy, as follows. |

= HIS Trade of Ticket-buying doth ſeem to have its Riſe 

. - between Miſery and Cruelty, or between cheatipg the 

, King and Country, and. Ruinimg thg: Seamen in their 

Pay ; and as times grow worſe, either in manners or 

miſery, this Trade grows and increaſes as Milleto doth on a de- 
caying Apple-Trex.; .as the Tree decays the Mille increaſeth: at 
firſt Cyuelty nſed-to buy at 5 s. profitin the pound, from the Sea- 
men ; but that was near 30 years paſt, and they were cried out 
upon as extortioning Villains then, that havepalled as modeſt 
men-fince : but-lince the times are grown more 4impudent in 
cheating the King, and ruining the Seamen, there be many have 
bonght the Seamens pay at half loſs ; and not only content with 
that, but like.inhumane Beaſts, that werz worſe than a!l other 
ſort of Beaſts, except Swine, in devouring their own Kind, there 
have. been fome that have bought at near Two Thirds Loſs,and 
others, worſt of all, have many of them {wailowed up the poor 
Seamens Pay altogether, for nothing, except tae charge of an 
Oath, and falſe Power, if dead, or a falſe Power, if out of the 


' . Way, as hath of late been often proved - And this Villany aud 


Extoreion, and cheating the Loyal Seamen out of their Pay,hath 
been an nnknown loſs to the King, and unknown Ruin to the 
Seamens Families, and unknown Loſs to thoſe who did friendly 
and honeſtly truſt the Seamen,; who by reaſon of their loling 7 
95, 34, at a time, ont of a Ticket bought by Cyuelty, or being 
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tameleſly deprived of it all by Villany, have not been able to 
pay their Debts, neither buy bread for themſelves and Families 
as they ought to do, And indecd what tay you Poverty, is It 
not fo! 

Pov., Indeed we have found 1t fo. for while we have been ſhuf- 
fed from Ship to Ship, until our Friends knew not where to find 
vs, it hath been an Opportun ry for ill,ny to get Powers to 
cheat us of all our Pay ; or it we fell ſick and diel, for others 
toQ orR us; living, ont of our Pav, if dead, to deprive our 
Wives and POOT reined Chi iIcren, But, fone) ay.it ſcems, knows 
not what Names to call thoſe by th at Ruin the Living, and 
fright many of them away ; and Run the Dead, and let their 
Families cry for Juſtice or Vengeance; and he knows not whe- 
ther the next Axe will call them barbarons Villains, or hard - 
hearted Wretches, or Fools, or Knaves, or Jacobites, and 
Friends to French, or a mixture of all ro; ether, and Ruiners of 
their Country into the bargain, 

Hon, Do not ſay what I think; for if ſo, you/will tay th 
lat Age the Devil and the Jeſuits debauched many people out 
of Religion aud Morality, and now they would, it they could, 
cheat us out of our common Sen{es, and out of : all our mony in- 
to the bargain, this next year or two : and. there 1s too much 
cavſe of fear of this. But you mult ſay littiz-ot it for the fear 
of puz! ing, But as to the Loſs of ſenſes, you may tell our 
Enemies of it ; for it may be:they know not how they have 
loſt them, neither where to find thei again, they are ſo dwin- 
dled aw ay, or waſht away. And as to the Loſs of our Mony, 
you may let your Friends know of it; for your Enemies know 
it is worth more, our mill'd mony, to melt down, or carry to 
France Or Sweedl.and, and ſome other parts, by Ten in the Hun- 
dred, ſome places, and ncar T wenty in other places ; and tliey 
begin to laugh aud ſay, Where is your mony ? And that is too 
ſad tomakea Jeit”o7, 

Villany. What a noiſe here is of mony : If I can buy Tick- 
e£5 at Ten ſhillings in the pov nd, | i will buy ; have you any 4 

Fev. 1 have a [mail Ticket to fell; I am in ErCat C diitreſs, I 
was in ſuch a Ship, and tell ſick, af was Run out of my mony; 


but 4 crawled into the King's ſexvice again, and. now s have a 
TicKet 
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"Ticket of 6 or 8]. and we have not a penny to buy a bit of 
Bread for my Family, neither a Rag of Cloaths for my ſelf, and 
yet I have been 1n the ſervice all this War ; what will you give 
me for my Ticket, Cruelty ? 

Cruelty. You {ay you were Run out of your Pay before, for 
being fick; and who Knows, tho you are diſcharged fair now, 
and have a 7 icket,, but you may go into another Ship, and con- 
tinue rhere until you fall ſick, and be Run onr of your Pay there, 
and for this alſo ? However I will give you 40 s. for your Tic- 
_ Poverty, if you pleaſe: What ſay you, Poverty, will you 
take It * 

Pyverty's Wife, That 1s very hard, and our Calc is miſerable, 
however, mony we mult have; my poor Husband has not a 
penny to buy him a Shirt, or a pair of Shooes or Stockings to 
{hifr him, and 1 do not ſee what we can do ; pray give me 31, for 
ir, and that is dreadful Loſs.

My brother Cruz/ty does 
uſe to have a Bond too, which would colt 15. or 184. more; and 
my ſiſter Cruelty does uſe to have a ſmall piece of meat, and

of the Ship ; will you buy it, Cr«clty, what ſay you ?

ſides : Pray what will the books coſt ſearching privately * Pray 
be as kind as you can. 

Cruelty, 1 will not Undertake to get them ſearched under hair 
a Crown.

Pov. Pray get it done, and I will abate it out of the mony, 1:

Cruelty. T have got the books ſearched, and I find there 1s 67. 
10s. due to you, if it be paid at lalt. 

Pov, I did reckon I had been 8 months in the Ship, and my 
mony had come to /. But I muſt take your word: What wall 
you give me for the mony ? 

Cruelty, I will give you 30s, forit; and 1 know not if it will 
be ever paid : There is an Order, That if a man fall jack tn the 
laſt Ship, and be run of bns Pay mm that they do make him run out of 
bus Pay m other Ships : Ticretore do what you pleaſe with it, 
and I have been at charge to get the books ſearched, and do ex- 
pect you ſhall pay me that. 

Pow. 1 have not one Groat, if it were to ſave my ſelf and 
Family from Ruin and ſtarving : Therefore if youu do not buy it. 
] cannot pay you: take it for 405. anp pay the charges beſides 

Cruel?y, No, I will allow you 24s. and abate you all charges 
for Writings, and all will be about 6s. more, and that is 40s. in 
all together, tho you have but 345. you /elf 

Poverty, 'lakeit: 1 cannot wait : and my poor Wite is forced 
to work hard for bread for our Children, to keep them from 
ſtarving, or being, Kept by the Pariſhes: And we owe mony to 
the Baker, and to the poorChandler-woman, and thar for a lit- 
te Bread, or Chcels, or now and then a quartern of Butter, to 
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help to keep my poor Family : ul I owe for the Clnaths and 
Bedding I had to-fit me our t- Sea, or 1 might have pciiſted ior 
Cold, and not been able to ſerve the King, and this poor 1it- 
tle mony cannot pay one Groat of thoſe Debt: to eithet + An 

l being turn'd from Ship to Ship, if 7 am ford to ſell the ret 
ſo, none knows what Jand my poor Family muſt do to live. This 
will not hardly b:y me Shirts and Drawers, and a Waſtcoat and 
Coat, and Shooes, to fit ine to Sea agiin + and I ſhall hardly bc 
able to let my Wife add Children have 5 s. of this mony - And 
forthe mony [ owe Honeſty, he mult ſtay, and that 1s pity, be- 
cauſe he 1s a man hath been very ready to traſt the Seamen to 
jerve the King, and that as cheap as for ready mony, and hath 
Joſt abundance by the ſame, and is forced te hold his hand be- 
fore it be too Jate, and he ruin himſelf to help them. 

Villaxy. As to him you call Honeſty, 7 hate the Name of him, 
and intend never to have to do with him, heis ſo much a Fool - 
He had for a Year or 2 half ſpoiled this Trade of Ticket-buy- 
ing; for he bonght up almoſt all the Tickets that came near 
him, at 2.5. in the Ponnd Profit to himſelf, and we could get 
but a few of thoſe,who did not know where to find-ſuch a one 
of the Trade: And at laft he bought at Three Shillings in 
the Pound Profit : And finding himfelf then to have.now and 
then a Delay, he began to be weary of the Trade : and ſince, 
he and many of his Friends left off buying Cruelty can come in, 
tor ſome buſineſs by Wholeſale. 

Poyv. The more 1s the pity that ſo few of his Friends will 
n0Ww buy any poor Seaman's Pay : And it 1s fad for the poor Rui- 
ned Seamen. But it ſeems he was ſerved worſe at the Office 
than the Heathen Romans uſed to do in point of Juſtice : for he 
bought One Ticket in a Ship called the Roſe, from New Eng- 
tand, of Fifty Pound, and paid Forty Five Pound for it : and 
it was clear of all incumbrances when he bought it : and fign- 
ed by the Latit Captain, andPurſer Swain, and all the ſigning 
Officers, clear of all Debt. But ſome of the Commiſſioners 
laid aſtopon it for the Uſe of the former Captain's Mother : 
and when petitioned about it, cond neither tell wherefore, nor 
where to find hcr, and yet continued the ſtop: made Poor Pil- 

arlick wait near TI'wo Years, and loſe the intereſt of the mo- 
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ry, aboot ſix Pound, be M6 charge to go and ſend into City 
and Country, to find out the Captain's Mother : and one of their 
Offigers gave them under his Hand, he had enquired, and ſhe 
could not be found : And after waiting fo long, and the party 
that earned the mony appearing, who was preterr'd to a Lieu- 
tenant*s Place, and demanding his mony to be paid to Zonefty, 
his Attorney ; and ſaid, None other ever had power from him : 
And yet they wonld not let it be paid, until a Zawyer appear- 
ed, and claimed ſome mony due-to the Captain, but had no- 
thing to ſhow for it; and then the ſtop was taken off lamely ; 
that is to be paid to them that had the beſt Power, when there 
was never any Power they could find or hear of, ever to appear 
for it, beſides poor ſilly Honeſty : and he was Kept out of his mo- 
ny until the books were made up, and then had it paid by aLiſt: 
and then Purſer Swam, that was Purſer of the Ship, had five 
Pound ſtopped out of it for Tobacco, altho there was none 
due, and doth detain the mony fill, altho he hath heard of it 
ſo much : and poor Noneſty knows not whether he did not loſe 
twice as much by his mony. being ſtopped ſo unjuſtly from him 
by the Commiſſioners, or by the 5 1. ſtopped for the Purſer, nei- 
ther which of them all will be the honeſteſt men when they 
come to die, or look blackeſt in the face Living or Dying. 


Cruelty. You have told ſome part how Honeſty was ſerved in 
that Caſe, that he never would ſpeak of ; but you have not told 
how many Tickets he hath by him, or his Friends, that the mo- 
ny is ſaid to be paid the parties, and they know not where to 
find the parties; and Honeſty never told the Riddle of that 
Trick, That if poor Seamens Wives have their Husbands Tic- 
kets detained by the Captains, they may cry their Eyes out bes 
fore they get a penny of Mony without Tickets: But when 
Tickets are in ſome hands, then mony can be ſaid to be paid the 
parties, Or to Jack-a-Noats, or Joan-a-Styles; and the Tickets 
may ſerve for the Ages to come, to wonder why there ſhould 
not be a certain Rule, a certain Payment, and a certain Law in 
the Seamens Payment ; and not lay all the blame on Crucity, in 
buying; for he commonly :_ ſomething for what he yer 
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of the Seamen, altho but little ; but Yillany cheats them of all : 
And his brother//any us*d to give ſomething tor what he buys 
of the Officers, tho they all cheat the King , or the Seamen ,

Pov. Now I think of it, pray Zenety, I do hear, f:nce you 
made ſach a Noiſe this 2 Years, of ſome Officers cheating the

Honeſty, T will not ſay what they muſt do, but I will ſay, if 
they be not prevented, they that pleaſe to give their mind to 
ic, and have Tickets at their command; I fear can get Powers 
All'd up, and witneſied by themſelves, or other Officers, and 
leave Blanks for ſuch Names ta receive them, as:may ſerve to be 
pur in.aiterwards : And therefore-it was my Advice, That if | 
the Parliament pleaſed, they ſhould'make it Felony and Tranſ- 
portation:to receive a Seaman's Pay.by a wrong, power, for time 
to come: And.if they nad been Seamen, and cheated of their 
Pay, ten times as often as men have Robbed on the High-way, 
or had their Pockets pickt at Land, they would have ſtrivd to 
make a Law againſt cheating, for time tu come, and not left it 
to will and pleaſure, to hinder ſmall Officers from receiving mo- 
ny by a-Lawful Power, although they fea them and cloathed 
them ſeveral Years before, to aſſiſt them whsle they ſerved the 
King, and in the mean time leave ſo-many ways open to cheat 
the King and the Seamen by other Officers {fill in private ways, 
inſtead of thoſe Hundreds of Pounds in a Ship received for the 
Captains, of Seamens Pay publickly, in former Years. 


Poverty. It 1s a: Wonder that: you will meddle with fuch 
Diſeaſes as are Not me tangeries ; that. though they are heard 
of publickly now and then, as the No's me. tangere 1s in the:
